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Court of Claims 
Decides Noce 
Longevity Case 


Of Intense Interest to All 
Academy Grads from 1917

N a sweeping decision the Court of 
Claims of the United States sustained 
the contention of Capt. Daniel Noce, 


C.E., U.S.A., for cadet service longevity 
credit. The case, which was brought by 


Ansell & Bailey of the ARMY AND Navy 
JoURNAL Legal Department, it is believed, 
will eventually be extended to cover mid- 
shipman service as well as that of the Mili- 
tary Academy. The decision affects the 
pay of all classes that have graduated from 
the U.S. Military Academy beginning with 
1917. ‘ 
It was assumed by the ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL when the case first went to trial 
that the Government would appeal, but the 
decision is so positive that doubt is now 
expressed as to whether the Department 
of Justice will take the case up to the Su- 
preme Court. Every point in the brief of 
Ansell & Bailey, who handled the case, 
was sustained. The opinion, which was 
rendered by Chief Justice Campbell of the 
court and concurred ia by all the members 
of the court sitting, is a most thorough 
discussion of the points at issue. |The 
court goes into the history of cadet ser- 
vice and maintains stoutly that cadets are 
serving in the Army. The Supreme Court 
is quoted frequently in the opinion by the 
Court of Claims and as a consequence there 
does not appear to be much upon which 
the Department of Justice can appeal the 
case. The Department of Justice, it would 
appear, in making an appeal would be ask- 
ing the Supreme Court to reverse itself. 
The only effect of the appeal would be 
a delay, in the opinion of the attorneys. 
If the Government does not appeal from 
the decision within ninety days the judg- 


ment of the Court of Claims goes into 
effect. 
Gen. Ansell, before the decision was 


handed down, expressed thé opinion that 
the chances of winning in the Supreme 
Court were better than those in the Court 
of Claims. 

Capt. Noce brought his case on a claim 
for longevity pay based upon his cadet 
service, from Aug. 1, 1913, to April 20, 
1917, the amount being $467.66. If by 
allowing this claim the court establishes 
Capt. Noce’s right for back pay up to date, 
the amount now due Capt. Noce would be 
something over $600. Assuming that there 
should be no appeal from the Court of 
Claims, the decision amounts to an order 
on the Treasurer in favor of Capt. Noce 
for something like $600. And the Comp- 
troller General does not have the power to 
intervene or review the decision. This is 
final, unless the Government appeals to 
the Supreme Court. It will not be neces- 
sary for Capt. Noce to go to Congress for 
an appropriation to pay his claim. 

Under the usual proceedings, all the 
graduates from the Military Academy 
Would be permitted to file their claims 
through the right that has been established 
by this fest case. However, the Comp- 
troller General, in a number of similar 
cases, has required the claimants to secure 
an order from the Court of Claims. He 


can prevent the payment of claims under 
the test ease, and if he maintains the pol- 
icy that he adopted in dealing with other 
cases, every claimant under the Noce case

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will be required to file a suit in the Court 
of Claims. This, however, will be a mere 
matter of detail, although a necessary de- 
tail, as the court without any argument by 
the attorneys will issue an order to each 
claimant. 

Although the same principles of law are 
involved, it is stated that a test case must 
be brought to establish the right of grad- 
uates of the Naval Academy for the same 
period of longevity credit. It will be 
necessary for some member of the Naval 
Academy classes to go through the form 
of making a claim for this back pay just 
as Capt. Noce did. If it is refused, which 
no doubt it will be by the Comptroller, the 
naval officer will then be in a position to 
bring a suit in the Court of Claims. This 
will give all the other members of Naval 
Academy classes an opportunity to bring 
suits for the back pay. The following is 
the text of the opinion of the court as it 
was delivered by Chief Justice Campbell: 


Opinion of the Court 


HE question for decision is whether the 

time of service as a cadet at the West 
Point- Academy is to be regarded as part 
of the officer’s service in the Army for the 
purpose of longevity pay under the provi- 
sions of the act of May 18, 1920, 41 Stat. 
601, See. 11 of which reads as follows: 


That in lieu of compensation now prescribed 
by law, commissioned officers of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey shall receive the same pay and 
allowances as now are or hereafter may be 
prescribed for officers of the Navy with whom 
they hold relative rank as prescribed in the act 
of May 22, 1917, entitled “An act to tempo 
rarily increase the commissioned and warrant 
and enlisted strength of the Navy and Marine 
Corps, and for other purposes,’ including lon- 
gevity; and all laws relating to the retirement 
of commissioned officers of the Navy shall here- 
after apply to commissioned officers of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey: Provided, That hereafter 
longevity pay for officers in the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Public Health Ser- 
vice, and Coast and Geodetic Survey shall be 
based on the total of all service in any or all 
of said services. 

As tending to shed some light on the 
meaning of this proviso reference may be 
had to the act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat. 
759, 785, amendatory of the National De- 
fense act, and for other purposes, passed 
shortly after the act of May 18, in which 
under the head of “Miscellaneous Provi- 
sions,” contained in Sec. 127a, appears the 
following: 

In determining relative rank and increase 
of pay for length of service and, in the case of 
officers of the Regular Army, in determining 
rights of retirement, active duty performed 
while under appointment from the United States 
Government, whether in the Regular, pro- 
yisional, or temporary forces, shall be efedited

Needs of Air Service - 
Reported ~~ 
by Committee 


Referred to Joint Army and 
Navy Board | 


HE Secretary of War has author- 
ized publicatioa of a statement rela- 
tive to the report of a committee 
appointed to investigate and report upon 
the present status and future condition of 
the Air Service. This committee, com- 
pesed of Maj. Gen. William Lassiter, Brig. 
Gen. Briant H. Wells, Brig. Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum, Brig. Gen. Stuart Heintzelman, Col. 
Irvin L. Hunt, Lt. Col. Johan W. Gulick, 
It. Col. Frank P. Lahm and Maj. Herbert 
A. Dargue, recorder, after an exhaustive 
study of the situation has reported that 
an alarming condition exists due to short- 
age of flying personnel and equipment, 
which, if allowed to continue, will very 
soon cause this important combatant arm, 
whose aerial tactics and strategy of aerial 
warfare, particularly in its offensive phases, 
are now recognized as being as important 
as the tactics of the ground and: sea forces, 
to reach a condition which will cause it to 
be negligible as a factor in national defense. 
Early action is urged in order that the 
present deplorable conditions in the Air 
Service may be remedied as soon as possi-. 
ble and the adoption of a project for an 
expansion of the present inadequate Air 
Force to over three times its present 
strength is strongly recommended. The 
Secretary of War, after reviewing the re- 
port, has approved it in principle and re- 
ferred it to the Joint Army and Navy 
Board for further study, in order that rec- 
ommendations for the reorganization of 
tne Air Service may be submitted to the 
next Congress. 
The Secretary of War quotes: from the 





_ committee report: 


“There are now authorized 12,000 offi- 
cers and 125,000 enlisted men, of which 
the Air Service allotment is 1,061 officers 
and 8,764 enlisted men (including 190 fiy- 
ing cadets). Of these only 880 officers and 
8,399 enlisted men and 91 flying cadets are 
now available (Feb. 28, 1923). In view 
of the limitations imposed by law on the 
strength of the Regular Army in time of 
peace and the small percentages of officers 
and enlisted men allotted to the Air Ser- 
vice, the peace organization of the Air Ser- 
vice now bears no relation to the war re- 
quirements and affords little or no founda- 
tion upon which war requirements in ¢ither 
personnel or matériel can be built.” 

The equipment situation, says the Secre- 
tary of War, is so critical that, with a con- 
tinuance of appropriations at the present 
rate, by July, 1926, there will be available 
less than 300 serviceable airplanes to meet 
a requirement of over five times that num- 
ber for the present small Air Service. The 
committee reports that “80 per cent. 
these airplanes are of an obsolescent train- ' 
ing type or are unsuitable for combat use, 
It is essential that new aircraft be pro- 
vided to replace that built during the World 
War, and that additional aire be pur-. 
chased to make up the deficit that is in- 
creasing rapidly. Appropriations now be- 
ing made for the Air Service for the pur- 
chase of new aircraft are inadequate for 
the requirements of the exist reduced 
peace establishment of the Air ice or 
even for the necessary annual reeoret

to the same extent as service under a Regular 
Army commission. 

Since the decisions in Morton’s case, 112 
U.S. 1, and Watson’s case, 130 U.S. 80, it 
is not to be doubted that the time of the 
service of a cadet in the MiNtary Acad- 
emy is to be regarded as a part of the time 
of service in the Army and to be counted 
in computing his longevity pay except 
where the officer is deprived of this right 
by the act of 1912, hereafter mentioned. 
In Morton’s case it appeared that the ac- 
counting officers of the Government in deal- 
ing with the officer’s pay under Sec. 1262, 
Revised Statutes, allowed only for length 
of service as a commissioned officer in the 
Regular Army. The act of June 18, 1878, 
20 Stat. 150, having provided that officers 
who had served as enlisted men should be 
credited with that service “in computing 
their service for longevity pay,” the prac- 
tice was not to regard an officer who had 
served as a cadet as thereby having served 
as an enlisted man in the Army. The 
Army Appropriation act for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1882, and the similar act for 
1883, 21 Stat. 346, and 22 Stat. 117, car- 
ried a provision to the effect that addi- 
tional pay should be allowed officers for 
length of service, to be paid with their cur- 
rent monthly pay, and provided that “‘act- 
ual time of service in the Army or Navy, 
or both, shall be allowed all officers in com- 
puting their pay.” 

Contention in Morton Case 


The point of Contention, therefore, in the 
Morton case in the Court of Claims, was 
stated to be in connection with the words 
“actual time of service in the Army,” 19 
C. Cls. 200, 204. From this court's judg- 
ment the Government appealed, and as ap- 
pears in the Supreme Court’s opinion, the 
only question for decision was whether the 
time of service as a cadet is to be regarded 
ag actual time of service in the Army. 
That court decided that a person serving 
as a cadet was serving in the Army, and 
that the time during which Morton was 
serving as a cadet was therefore “actual 
time of service by him in the Army.” After 
this decision the Watson case supra arose. 
It was held that the officer was entitled to 
have counted as service in the Army the 
time of service as a cadet within the mean- 
ing of the act of July 5, 1838, 5 Stat. 256. 
These decisions were rendered in 1884 and 
1888, respectively, and from that date un- 
til the act of 1912 the Army appropria- 
tion acts have made appropriations for lon- 
gevity pay under provisions of substan- 
tiaily similar import, as follows: “For ad- 
ditional pay to officers for length of ser- 
vice, to be paid with their current monthly 
pay.” The ruling in the Morton case has 
been consistently applied, the service as a 
cadet being recognized as a part of the 
“service” entering into the length of ser- 
vice of an officer of the Army. But in the 
act of Aug. 24. 1912, 37 Stat. 569, 594, 
making appropriation for the Army, there 
is a provision contained in Sec. 6 of the 
act as follows: 

That hereafter the service of a cadet who 
may hereafter be appointed to the United States 
Military Agademy or to the Naval Academy shall 
not be counted in computing for any purpose 
the length of service of any officer of the Army. 

This enactment effectually disposed of 
the rule stated in the cases of Morton and 
Watson supra, so far at least as those offi- 
cers coming within its terms were con- 
cerned. Forbidding the counting of the 
service of a cadet appointed after the act 
was passed “in computing for any purpose 
the length of service,” the enactment had 
the effect of removing from consideration 
the cadet service of those appointed after 
the date of the act, in computing longevity 
pay. Whether the plaintiff is entitled to 
recover in this case must depend therefore 
upon the meaning of legislation subsequent 
to the act of 1912. We have quoted Sec. 
11 of the act of May 18, 1920, containing 
the proviso upon which the plaintiff relies. 
The purpose of the entire act is to increase 
the pay of officers of the Army, Navy and 
other branches, and Sec. 11 relates pri- 
marily to officers of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey. Inasmuch as it provides for 
their rank and pay, “including longevity,” 
it seems manifest that the proviso declar- 
ing that “hereafter longevity pay for offi- 
cers in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Public Health Service and 
Coast and Geodetic Survey shall be based 
on the total of all service in any or all of 
said Services” must have a broader pur- 
pose and more extended application than 
the part of the section which precedes it 
and relates to one branch. That it states 
a basis for computing longevity pay in 

other branches than the Coast and Geo- 


detic Survey is manifest; and if this act 
stood alone there would be no difficulty in 
arriviag at the conclusion that its plain 
import is that any service in either of the 
enumerated branches is to be counted in 
computing the length of an officer’s ser- 
vice for the purposes of longevity pay. 


The Cadet’s Engagement 


In the instant case, as in the Morton 
case, the cadet’s enjagement was “to serve 
eight years, unless gooner discharged” 
(Rey. Stat., Sec. 1321). Morton entered 
the Academy as a cadet July 1365. 
Speaking of his engagement, the Suprseme 
Court say that it is a circumstance of 
weight to show that the Government from 
the beginning treated the plaintiff as serv- 
ing in the Army. “The service for which 
he engaged,” say the court, “began on July 
1, 1865, and the eight years ran from that 
time.” (See Watson's case, 130 U.S. 80, 
82). Similarly, Noce’s eight years of ser- 
vice began when he entered the Academy 
under appointment in 1913. This would 
require service as a cadet to be counted 
under the ruling of the Morton and Wat- 
son cases. The act does not expressly re- 
peal the earlier act of 1912, or that of 
1913, 37 Stat. 891, and whether they, or 
either of them, are impliedly repealed de- 
pends upon whether all may be given effect 
or are so inconsistent or repugnant that 
the acts of 1912 and 1913 must, at least 
to the extent of the repugnancy, yield to 
the later enactment. In Tynen’s case, 11 
Wall, 88, 92, the rule is thus stated: 

When there are two acts on the same sub- 
ject the rule is to give effect to both if pos- 
sib'e. But if the two are repugnant in any 
of their provisions, the later act, without any 
repealing clause, operates to the extent of the 
repugnancy as a repeal of the first; and even 
where two acts are not in express terms re- 
pugnant, yet if the later act covers the whole 
subject of the first, and embraces new pro- 
visions, plainly showing that it was intended 
as -a substitute for the first act, it will operate 
as a repeal of that act. 


See the Paquette Habana, 175 U.S. 677 
685; Cook County Bank v. United States, 
107 U.S. 441, 445. 

The act of 1912 provides that service as 
a cadet at West Point of those appointed 
after the date of the passage of the act 
shall not be counted in computing for any 
purpose the length of service of any officer. 
As already shown, service at the Academy 
had been construed to be military service 
for the purposes of longevity pay under 
an act authorizing the computation to be 
based on the “actual” time “of service. 
Morton case. That case points out a num- 
ber of statutes showing that “cadets at 
West Point were always a part of the 
Army.” and this condition continues un- 
der the National Defense act of 1916, 39 
Stat. 166, and the amendatory act of 1920, 
41 Stat. 759, a provision from which is 
quoted in the earlier part of this opinioa. 
Both of these acts (Sec. 2) recognize the 
cadets of the United States Military Acad- 
emy as part of the Regular Army of the 
United States. 

The Government's contention that un- 
der the act of 1912 “a cadet in the United 
States Military Academy, while in mili- 
tary training there as a student, is not a 
person serving in the military or naval 
forces of the United States,” cannot be 
sustained because of the decisions above 
mentioned and for the further reason that 
it is based upon an erroneous interpreta- 
tion of the act. This act of 1912 by its 
terms applies -to cadets appointed subse- 
quent to its enactment, and it does not 
purport to affect the longevity pay of those 
officers who had been appointed cadets prior 
to its passage. Nor does it declare that 
the service of cadets is not service in the 
Army. On the contrary, it speaks of “ser- 
vice” and length of service. The same 
word is used in the act of 1920. As was 
said in Watson’s case, supra, in referring 
to words used in the act of 1881 and that 
of 1838, “they both mean the same kind 
of service.” The act of 1912 did not limit 
the meaning of service, but its effect was 
to carve out of the entire service of the offi- 
cer that period of service passed at the 
Military Academy in counting the length 
of service for any of the purposes, as for 
instance, the purpose of lineal rank, or of 
retiremeat, as well as for the purpose of 
longevity pay. It refers to any purpose, 
while the later act is limited to one pur- 
pose—that of providing a basis for com- 
puting longevity pay. The act of 1912 
specifies that the cadet service shall not be 
counted in computing length of service for 
any purpose. The act of 1920 is limited 
to the question of longevity pay. It may 
be said, therefore, to form an exception to 
the more general statement in the act of 
1912. (See Rodgers v. United States, 185 
U.S. 83. 89.) “The total of all service” 
in the Army includes service at the Mili- 
tary Academy under the authorities men- 
tioned, and this “total of all service” is 


the basis for longevity pay for officers ia 
the Army according to the act of 1920. 
This requires all service to be counted, 
while the act of 1912 forbids a part of the 
service being counted. We cannot find the 
total of all service by excluding part of 
the service from the computation; and 
service as cadet is part of the service 
in the Army. (Morton case; Wat- 
son case; see also Hartigan case, 196 
U.S. 169, 174; Baker case, 125 U.S. 646; 
Cook case, 128 U.S. 254.) It seems to us 
that the proviso in the act of 1920 above 
quoted is inconsistent with the act of 1912 
so far as the basis of computing length of 
service for longevity pay is concerned, and 
that the earlier must yield to the later en- 
actment. 

The history of the act of May 18, 1920, 
in its passage by Congress sustains the 
view we have taken of the meaning of the 
proviso in Sec. 11. A bill (H.R. 11927) 
was passed by the House and sent to the 
Senate, where it was substaatially amend- 
ed. It was afterwards sent to conference. 
Its title as it passed the House was “A 
bill to increase the efficiency of the per- 
sonnel of the Navy and Coast Guard 
through the temporary provision of bonuses 
or increased compensation.” Many of its 
provisions were changed in conference and 
the conference report was adopted. (See 
Cong. Rec., 66th Cong., 2d Sess., Vol. 59, 
pt. 7, pp. 7048-51.) The title had been 
changed by the Senate, and as changed 
was agreed to, so that it read, “An act to 
increase the efficiency of the commissioned 
and enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and Public Health Ser- 
vice,” thus materially enlarging the scope 
of the original bill. 

In théir statement to the House by the 
managers on the part of the House it was 
said: “This amendment in title is agreed 
to since it more aptly describes the scope 
of the legislation as amended and agreed 
to.” Plainly, it affected all branches of 
the military service. Sec. 11, providing 
for the Coast and Geodetic Survey, was 
Sec. 5 of the Senate amendment (Vol. 59, 
pt. 3, Cong. Rec., p. 2251). But the pro- 
viso in question was additional to that 
amendment and was inserted in confer- 
ence. The section deals primarily wth the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and gives them 
the pay and allowances prescribed for offi- 
cers of the Navy “with whom they hold 
relative rank,” as prescribed in the act of 
May 22, 1917, “including longevity.” In 
explanation of this section the managers 
on the part of the House reported “‘it also 
contains a proviso placing all the Service 
on an equality in the matter of computa- 
tion of longevity or service pay.” There 
was an inequality of longevity pay of offi- 
cers whose appointments as cadets were 
prior to 1912 and those whose appoint- 
ments were subsequent to 1912. The ser- 
vice of a cadet appointed in 1911 could be 
counted for the purpose of longevity, but 
the service of a cadet appointed after the 
act of 1912 could not be counted for any 
purpose in computing his length of ser- 
vice. Sec. 11 provides for pay for officers 
in the Coast and Geodetic Survey by pre- 
scribing the same pay and allowances that 
are prescribed for the officers of the Navy 
with whom they hold relative rank, and 
this same distinction in longevity pay re- 
quired by the act of 1912 in the case of 
Army officers is also required in the case 
of naval officers by the act of 1913 above 
mentioned, which fact would ultimately 
lead to confusion and inequality in the pay 
of the officers in the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey holding relative rank. 


Cadet Service is Service in the Army 


The Supreme Court, in deciding the 
Hartigan case, supra, said it was not a 
question whether the cadet at West Point 
was an officer in the Army. It concedes 
that his service as a cadet was actual time 
of service in the Army, within the mean- 
ing of the statute giving longevity pay to 
officers. However, in the Baker case, 125 
U.S. 646, it is held that a midshipman at 
the Naval Academy is an officer of the 
Navy, and serving as such, though continu- 
ing to be a student in the Naval Academy, 
and that his service as midshipman enti- 
tled him to longevity pay. In the Cook 
case, 128 U.S. 254, where the same general 
question arose, it is said “that a midship- 
man is an officer has been understood ever 
since there was a Navy.” But, as already 
stated, the question is not whether a cadet 
at West Point is an enlisted man within 
the meaning of the statutes, but whether 
his service as cadet is service in the Army, 
and this question has been resolved affirma- 
tively by the cases mentioned. 

Our conclusion is that the plaintiff is 
entitled to recover, and judgment should 
be awarded in his favor. It is so ordered.

years hence clearly indicates, according ty 
the report, “that unless steps are taken ty 
improve conditions in the Air Service jt 
will in effect be yractically demobilized gt 
an early date. ‘‘he development of com. 
méreal aviation will stimulate the aircraft 
industry, but orders from the military ger. 
vices must be depended upon, at least for 
the immediate future, if this industry jg 
to be kept alive. Should a national emer. 
gency confront this country within the 
next few years the Air Service would not 
be able to play its part in meeting it.” 
The committee’s opinion is that “the 
most practicable way in which the peace 
requirements in matériel can be met is to 
adopt a continuing production program ex. 
tending through a period of approximately 
ten years with adequate annual appropria- 
tions and authorizations to make the pro- 


gram effective. It is estimated that the 
annual appropriations required to make 
this program effective, exclusive of pay, 


upkeep and housing of personnel, will be 
approximately $25,000,000, of which ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 would be for oper- 
ating expenses and $15,000,000 for pur- 
chese of new aircraft, the first amount in- 
creasing and the second decreasing as the 
program develops—the total remaining at 
about the sum stated.” 

The acute shortage of flying personnel 
caused by inadequate procurement facili- 
ties and high rate of casualty among the 
flying officers, due to aircraft accidents, 
have reduced the flying personnel of the 
Air Service to such a small aucleus that 
the committee finds a continuing personnel 
program extending over a period of ap- 
proximately ten years should parallel the 
production program. Concerning this the 
committee recommends that “the personnel 
required for the peace establishment in ex- 
cess of that now allotted to the Air Ser- 
vice should be in addition to the present 
authorized strength of the Regular Army. 
It is impracticable to secure from the pres- 
ent authorized strength the personnel 
needed for this expansion of the Air Ser- 
vice without taking the additional strength 
from one or more of the other combatant 
arms which are already unduly reduced, 
and, therefore, the committee is of the opin- 
ion that Congress should be asked to pro- 
vide additional personnel for this requisite 
expansion of the Air Service.” 

Many points hitherto undecided as to 
the tactical organization and function of 
Air Service and Air Force are definitely 
defined by the committee in the following 
statements : 

“Observation Air Service should be an 
integral part of divisions, corps and armies, 
with a reserve under General Headquar- 
ters. 

“An Air Force of attack and pursuit 
aviation should be an integral part if each 
tield army, with a reserve under General 
Headquarters. : 

“An Air Force of bombardment and pur- 
suit aviation and airships should be di- 
rectly under General Headquarters for as- 
signment to special and strategical mis- 
sions, the accomplishment of which may 
be either in connection with the operation 
of ground troops or entirely independent 
of them. This force should be organized 
into large units, insuring great mobility 
and independence of action.” 

Concluding its report and making final 
recommendations the committee recom- 
mends that— . 

“Ia order to avoid duplication and to 
insure the most economical development 
of adequate production facilities to meet 
war-time requirements a _ well-balanced 
joint Army and Navy program, extending 
through-a period of years, covering the re- 
quirements of both the Army and _ the 
Navy, should be formulated. The Navy 
program, together with the Army program 
here in recommended, should be refererd 
to the Joint Army and Navy Board for 
consideration and for the formation of 4 
joint Army and Navy program. 

“The joint Army and Navy program, 
formulated as indicated in the preceding 
paragraph, should be submitted to Con- 
gress at its next session, accompanied by 
a special message from the President, set- 
ting forth its importance and empodying 4 
recommendation that it be adopted.”

THE THREE “AGES” OF SHOEMAKING

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New Fiber Ponton Tested 
by Second Engineers 


A NEW type of ponton bridge made 
from fiber of the silk cotton tree, or 
kapok tree, has recently been given rigid 
tests by the 2d Engineers at Fort Sam 
Houston, and it is believed that the new 
pridge is in every way superior to the 
lampert bridge, the type now used in the 
Army. It will be only a matter of time, 
in the opinion of Engineer officers, until 
the Lampert type bridge will be replaced 
by that made from the lber of the kapok 
tree. ‘This tree is a product of Java. 

The Chief of the Corps of Engineers re- 
cently sent eleven sections of the new 
pridge to the 2d Engineers for experimen- 
tal purposes. Having a whole division at 
Fort Sam Houston, it was very easy to 
test out the bridge under virtually war 
time conditions. 

The bridge is a series of floating rafts, 
each section weighing 225 pounds; it is 
twelve feet long, three and a half feet wide, 
and about seven inches thick. Each raft 
is nothing more than a mattress of fiber 
fom the kapok tree and is enclosed in a 
wooden frame, which forms a bridge floor. 
It is not necessary to lay a cable_across a 
stream in order to set up the bridge. One 
raft is pushed out into the water and an- 
other joined to it, which is in turn pushed 
into the stream. The kapok fiber is one 
of the most buoyant substances known, 
having a greater buoyancy even than cork. 

The tests of the new_ bridge were con- 
ducted by Maj. J. N. Hodges and Capt. C 
R. Moore, 2d Engrs., and Sergt. George 
Clement, Co. C, of the same regiment. 
The Engineer officers recommend several 
alterations for the bridge, which, it is be- 
lieved, will make it the best ponton yet 
developed. 

The Lampert bridge, which is now in 
use, consists of a series of platforms sup- 
ported by folding canvas boats. The beats 
ean easily be riddled with rifle bullets 
when put under fire, while the kapok 
bridge cannot possibly sink. The fact that 
itis immune to rifle fire is one of its chief 
assets. 

Other features of the new bridge are 
that it can be put up in half the time 
that it takes to construct the Lampert 
bridge and fewer men are required to do 
the work. 

Engineers at Fort Sam Houston con- 
sider the new bridge one of the greatest 
developments in their line of the Service 
in many years, and much credit is given 
to those officers in the 2d Engineers who 
conducted the experiments with it and 
recommended certain changes.

Distinctive Insignia for

APPROVAL has been given by the War

and eight fixed coast defenses of the Regu- 
ar Army. A number of regiments of the 
Organized Reserves, it is stated, are con- 
templating submitting their regimental de- 
sign to the War Department. Upon re- 
ceiving the regimental design the War De- 
partment will submit the insignia to the 
historical section of the War College, whose 
duty in this matter is to check over the 
various histories of the regiments. 

_The War Department has approved the 
distinctive coats of arms of all regiments 
of Field Artillery now on the active list. 


Following are the Field Artillery regiments

Seek Soldier Owners of 
Unclaimed Liberty Bonds 


A TOTAL of $116,950 in Liberty bonds, 

most of which are $50 bonds, pur- 
chased by soldiers during the war and 
never claimed, are being held by the Gov- 
ernment. The bonds were subscribed 
through the Treasury and are fully paid 
for, and though Maj. F. W. Boschen, 
Finance Officer in Washington, has_ the 
name, organization and the latest address 
on file in The Adjutant General’s Office, 
it has been found impossible to locate the 
rightful owners of these bonds. There are 
approximately 2,300 purchasers of these 
bonds. 

A great many soldiers subscribed for 
bonds through banks, making payment by 
monthly allotment. In the vast majority 
of cases the bonds, when fully paid for, 
were delivered to the purchasers but, as 
with the Treasury, the banks were unable 
to locate them in many cases. Maj. 
Boschen has nearly $100,000 worth of 
bonds turned. in from the banks—2,000 
$50 bonds. If any reader of the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL can give the where- 
abouts of any of the rightful owners of 
these bonds, it would be more than ap- 
preciated by the Treasury Department. 


Revising Regulations 
for Officers’ Reserve Corps 


T is expected that all the reports and 

comments on Special Regulations 48 for 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps will reach the 
War Department by Nov. 1. On that date 
it is planned to close the returns from 
the Army at large and take up in the Gea- 
eral Staff the work of reviewing them. 

The regulations as they were sent to the 
corps area commanders were only tentative. 
They had not been approved by the War 
Department and, in fact, the General Staff 
had not agreed on all the provisions. How- 
ever, it is believed that sufficient informa- 
tion will be at hand and that the board 
will be able to give the regulations a_ final 
revision and that they will be ready for 
the approval of the Secretary of War be- 
fore the close of November. 

The War Department has found it diffi- 
cult’ to deal with these regulations and 
avoid the danger of making the regulations 
too stringent. It is recognized that there 
is a limit to the time and work~that a 
Reserve officer can give to the government. 
If the War Department should make a 
too great demand on Reserve. officers the 


corps would soon be depleted. At the same 
time it is pointed out that some require- 
ments must be made if the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps is to furnish the leaders that 
would be required for an army in the event 
of war. In shaping the policy of the War 
Department in this matter the advice of 
Reserve officers has been sought while the 
regulations were under consideration. 


Recruiting Navy to 
Authorized Strength 


HE Bureau of Navigation is making 

heroic efforts to bring the Navy up to 
its authorized strength of 86,000 by Jan. 1. 
Letters have been sent out to the Re- 
cruiting Service urging co-operation along 
these lines with excellent results. 

For example, 1,044 recruits were re-. 
ceived at the Newport Training Station be- 
tween Aug. 17 and Sept. 28. Of this num- 
ber 987 were found to be desirable and 
received. Not satisfied with accepting 
those which pass the physical examina- 
tion successfully, efforts are being made to 
correct physical defects in those that were 
found unfit for the service. This policy is 
being pursued at all of the training sta- 
tions where men with minor defects are 
put on probation with a view of correct- 
ing their physical deficiencies. 

The indications are that the Navy will 
be at full strength by the first of the year 
if the Recruiting Service continues its ac- 
tivities at the present speed. Then to 
keep up the Navy for the first six months 
of. next year or to the end of the fiscal 
year, it will be necessary to recruit in 
January 1,543 men, in February 1,478, in 
March 1,462, April 1,458, May 1,528, and 
June, 1,621, or a total of 9,090 men. Not 
being handicapped by the Blanton amend- 
ment, the recruiting of the Navy is pro- 
gressing more satisfactory than that of 
the Army. 


‘Shortage of Naval 
Medical Officers 


URING the past week three Medical 

officers of the U.S. Navy have resigned 
from the Service. This reduces the 
strength of the corps to 751 commissioned 
officers. Even with the reduction in the 
strength and appropriations for the Navy, 
there is now a shortage of forty-nine offi- 
cers below the allowance by «Congress. 
The authorized strength of the Naval Med- 
ical Corps is 1,225. Thus the corps is 
only a little more than half its required 
strength. Those who resigned during the 
week were:

New Section in Office 
of Chief of Infantry 


RECENT addition to the office of the 
Chief of Infantry is Section V, which 
will be known as war plans and organiza- 
tion. The most important work being 
done by this section at the present time is 
the preparation of the Infantry branch 
plan of the War Department mobilization 
plan and the preparation of the minimum 
qualifications for all officers of Infantry. 
Following are the duties of this new sec- 
tion: 
1. Prepare and revise Tables of Organ- 
ization. 
2. Prepare mobilization plans and an- 
nexes to specific war plans. 
3. Prepare special studies not properly 
pertaining to other sections of the office. 


Army Medical Corps 
to Hold Examination 


HE Army Medical Corps will hold an 

examination at various stations through- 
out the country on Jan. 21, 1924, and the 
successful applicants will be commissioned 
in the grade of first lieutenant. Only a 
small number of medical men applied to take 
the last examination, which was held 
in July, and as the Medical branch of the 
Army is short approximately thirty-six offi- 
cers, it is hoped that a greater number will 
take the approaching examinations. 

Graduates of recognized medical schools 
are eligible to take the examination and 
the Medical Department is hopeful that a 
greater number of the latter class of men 
will submit their applications.

Sale of Scrapped ) 
U.S. Warships 


HE sale of the men-of-war now due to 
go under the ship-breaker’s hammer as 
the result of the ratification of the Limita- 
tion Treaty includes a not inconsiderable 
weight of armor. This product of the steel 
industry is in the form of finished plates, 
secured in most cases to the original fram- 
ing of the vessels, and represents portions 
of the output of all the different armor- 
making firms. The armor on the earlier 
ships will include plates made at a time 
when the armor-making processes were 
first beginning to include the more mod- 
ern methods and were of_a character to 
change radically our ideas as réga 
proper protection to vessels. In a few 
cases the ships may be said to carry the 
first plates to incorporate the changes ia 
manufacture that permitted piving up the 
old composite armor formerly in general 
use in the navies of the world. On some 
ships will be found armor belts of the pe- 
riod when our fleet first steamed “round 
the world”—and that came under a sharp 
fire of criticism on account of their narrow 
width. ‘ 
The work of taking apart these vessels” 
and removing their armor plating will give 
our ship-breakers some new and knotty 
problems to solve. In England the job of 
breaking up the warcraft slated to be 
scrapped has. been. proceeding for some. 
time and “ship-breaking” might almost be 
termed a trade in the British Isles. The. 
time required for a battleship to be knocked 
to pieces has been a little over a year, as 
large gangs of men cannot be profitably 
employed on such work.

Tank Demonstration 
Given at Camp Meade 


AJ. GEN. C. S. FARNSWORTH, 

Chief of Infantry, accompanied by a 
party of Infantry officers, on Oct. 10 went. 
to Camp Meade, Md., where they observed 
a tank demonstration consisting of the me- 
dium tank, model of 1922, the Mark VIIT 
and the American Renault. 

Fixed ammunition was used in the tests 
and all the firing was extremely accurate 
when it is considered that the firing was 
done while the tanks were traveling over 
very rough terrain, which included stum 
and logs. One of the small tanks was dis- 
abled for further participation in the ma- . 
neuvers when it threk off one of its tracks ~ 
towards the close of the demonstration. 
The efficiency of the repair usits of the 
Tank Corps was shown to those witness- 
ing the maneuvers by the appearance of a 
repair unit on the ground immediately 
after the tank became disabled and its be- 
ing driven off the field on its own power 
before nightfall. Gen. Farasworth was 
greatly interested in the demonstration and 
was gratified at the accurate shooting of 
the tank gunners.

DECISION ON SPLIT ARMORY DRILL PAY 
FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 


ON Aug. 6, the Secretary of War trans- 
mitted proposed amendments to the 
Comptroller General of Paragraphs 445, 
446, 447, 448 and 929 and a rescission of 
Paragraph 928 (i) and (j) of the 1922 
National Guard regulations and requested 
a decision as to whether or not organiza- 
tions of the National Guard, especially 
those of the technical arms, could not be 
assembled on different eveniags during the 
week for instruction in their various du- 
ties. That is, in the case of a Signal com- 
ny, linemen would assemble on a stipu- 
ated evening, signalmen on another night, 
operators on a still later date, etc. 

The different National Guard units have 
been endeavoring for some time to have 
this split armory drill enacted into law, 
and the supporters of this system main- 
tain that the personal attention which 
would be given the specialists in their own 
classes would greatly increase the morale 
and efficiency of the entire organization. 
The regulations are very specific insofar 
as they affect drill pay for the Guard, and 
in his decision the Comptroller says: 

“Regulations amended as suggested are 
ineffective insofar as they affect pay.” 

Little hope was held out by the Depart- 
ment for the Comptroller’s concurrence in 
the Secretary’s proposals, due to the word- 
ing of Sec. 110 of the National Defense 
act, as amended by Sec. 6 of the act of 
Sept. 22, 1922, 42 Stat., 1035, which reads 
in part as follows: 

Each enlisted man belonging to an organiza- 
tion of the National Guard, other than enlisted 
men of the sixth and seventh grades, shall re- 
ceive compensation at the rate of one-thirtieth 
of the initial monthly pay of his grade in the 
Regular Army for each drill ordered for his 
organization where he is officially present and 
in which he participates for not less than one 
and one-half hours. not exceeding eight in any 
one calendar month and not exceeding sixty 
drills in one year: Provided, That no enlisted 
man shall receive any pay under the provisions 
of this section for any month’ in which he shall 
have attended less than sixty per centum of the 
drills or other exercises prescribed for his 
organization: Provided further, That the pro- 
viso contained in Section 92 of this act shall 
not operate to prevent the payment of enlisted 
men actually present at any duly ordered drill 
or other exercise: And provided further, That 
periods of any actual military duty equivalent 
to the drills herein prescribed (except those 

riods of service for which members of the 
ational Guard may become lawkully entitled 
to the same pay as officers and enlisted men 
of the corresponding grades in the Regular 
Army) may be accepted as service in lieu of 
such drills when so provided by the Secretary 
of War. 

In commenting upon the subject in his 
decision the Comptroller said: 

The purpose of the amendment, it would 
seem, is to authorize credit for assemblies of 
subdivisions of an organization for instruction 
in specialized branches of military duty not re- 
quired for the entire organization, and to ex- 
ecuse such subdivisions from the drill or in- 
struction of the entire organization; or, pos- 
sibly in some cases, not to assemble the entire 
organization at any one time during a week, 
but to instruct its various subdivisions on con- 
secutive days in specialized duties pertaining to 
the particular subdivisions. The amendment 
proposes to treat these assemblies of the sub- 
divisions during a seven-day period as an as- 
sembly and drill of the organization, and the 
attendance of the officers and men at one such 
assembly of a subdivision as attendance at an 
assembly of, and participation in, a drill or 
other military instruction of the organization. 

The Comptroller further declared that— 
it is the drill or military instruction of the 
organization assembled pursuant to Section 92 
that is contemplated by Sections 109 and 110 
yroviding armory drill pay for officers and en- 
isted men; the pay of the officers present and 
participating is contingent on the attendance 
at such drill of fifty per cent. and sixty per 
cent., respectively. of the commissioned and en- 
listed strength of the organization; and it is 
the ‘drill ordered for his organization’ not a 
part thereof, for which pay is provided for 
enlisted men attending. 

In conclusion the Comptroller held that 
the wording of the act is clearly defined 
and that to reverse a construction which 
has been followed since the enactment of 
the law in 1916 would have to originate 
from the legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment. , The pay of officers present and par- 
ticipating in a drill or military instrue- 
tion is contingent on their attendance at 
the drill or assembly, and armory drill pay 
for the enlisted personnel is “authorized 
only for attendance at drills or other mili- 
tary duty ‘ordered for his organization’ as 
a whole and not a part thereof.” 


DECISIONS OF COMPTROLLER GENERAL. 


An enlisted man is entitled to pay only from 
and after the date upon which he takes the 
oath of enlistment, save in those rare cases 
where it is affirmatively shown that the enlist- 
ment ee was completed and the man’s 
status changed from that of a civilian to that 
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of a soldier by some other act than that of 
taking the oath. In the instant case, where 
it appears that the enlisted man was accepted 
for enlistment at Tulsa, Okla., on Oct. 14, 
1917, and almost immediately upon reaching 
Fort Logan, Colo., was confined at the hospital 
and was not released therefrom until Dec. 3, 
1917, when he was finally examined and took 
the oath of enlistment, is entitled to pay only 
from the date he took the oath of enlistment. 
(Pvt. Newman Porter—Sept. 28, 1923.) 


The Veterans’ Bureau is authorized under 
existing statutes to furnish medical care and 
treatment to vocational trainees in accordance 
with regulations issued by the bureau, and 
Regulation No. 10, Nov. 8, 1921, providing that 
trainees may be furnished with such treatment 
as may be reasonably necessary for a disease 
or injury that interferes with training, regard- 
less of origin or degree if not due to trainee’s 
own misconduct, was within the power of the 
director to issue. (Comptroller General to Di- 
rector, Veterans’ Bureau, Oct, 4, 1923.) 


A soldier, who was honorably discharged 
upon the expiration of his enlistment while in 
the hands of the civil authorities awaiting trial 
upon a charge for an offense of which he sub- 
sequentiy was convicted, is not entitled to his 
pay for the time which while a soldier he was 
in the hands of the civil authorities, notwith- 
standing the honorable discharge. (Clevin- 
ger’s case—Oct. 3, 1923.) 


When veterans of the Spanish-American War, 
the Philippine Insurrection and the Boxer Re- 
bellion are hospitalized by the Veterans Bu- 
reau, they are beneficiaries of the bureau, and 
their necessary traveling expense going to and 
rturning from the hospital, including the ex- 
pense of attendants when necessary, are author- 
ized to be paid by the bureau. (Comptroller 
i995)" to Director, Veterans’ Bureau—Oct. 2, 
1923. 


The decision of Oct. 17, 1922, adhered to, to 
the effect that certain ancient corps of the 
states continued in existence since May 8, 1792, 
by virtue of Sec. 11, act of May 8, 1792, and 
the repetitions of that authority in later acts, 
the last being Sec. 63, act of June 3, 1916, 
which became a part of the National Guard, 
must, for pay purposes, conform to the organi- 
— prescribed generally for the National 
Guard, 


Upon request of a finance officer whether 
payment may be made in favor of an officer 
for difference in pay as a major of over twenty- 
ene years’ service and pay as a lieutenant col- 
onel of over twenty-one years’ service, while 
serving as commandant of cadets, U.S.M.A., in 
view of Sec. 1334 R.S., which provides that 
the commandant of cadets shall have the pay of 
a lieutenant colonel: Held, that said provision 
has been repealed by subsequent legislation and 
payment of said difference should not be made. 
(Case of Maj. Robert M. Danforth—Sept. 29, 
1923.) 


Au enlisted maa detailed for training for 
commission at Saumur Artillery School, .Sau- 
mur, France, from ‘ct. 26, 1918, to Jan. <6, 
1919, is not entitled to the $100 per month 
under the provisions of the act of June 15, 
1917, since said act was a deficiency act, and 
did not authorize pay at $100 per month be- 
yond June 30, 1918. (Case of Sgt. John A. 
Wanamaker; Sept. 21, 1923.) 


A civil employee of the Army is not en- 
titled, under the provisions of the act of 
March 2, 1923, to reimbursement from funds 
appropriated by said act for payment of dam- 
age to and loss of private property. (Case 
of Max E. Comwell; Sept. 25, 1923.) 


An officer is not entitled, under the act of 
April 16, 1918, for commutation of heat and 
light by reason of an abode alleged to have 
been maintained for an adopted son from 
May 5, 1919, to Aug. 12, 1920, where it ap- 
pears that the child was adopted on April 25, 
1918, ten days after the effective date of the 
commutation statute, where it also appears that 
the sister of the officer took charge of the 
child in 1915 and retained custody of it 
throughout the period in question, the officer, 
however, contributing to the support of the 
child. (Case of Lt. Col. James E. Shelley; 
Sept. 25, 1923.) 


An officer who contributes $100 per month 
for the support of his mother is not entitled 
to commutation of quarters upon the ground 
of the mother’s dependency, where it is shown 
that the father and mother live in their own 
home and have the use of a going farm, the 
services of four minor children and an addi- 
tional] income of approximately $40 per month, 
(Clark’s case—Oct. 6, 1923.) 


There is no authority of law for the re- 
fundment of the purchase price of a discharge 
from the Army, and whether the physical con- 
dition of a soldier at the time might have 
been made the basis for applying for dis- 
charge under surgeon’s cerificate of disability 
cannot now be considered. (Haller’s case— 
Oct. 18, 1923.) 


An officer is not entitled to the pay of the 
grade to which he is commissioned until he 
accepts the commission; and where an officer 
is appointed on Oct. 26, 1918, and accepts 
the commission on Dec. "2, 1918, he is entitled 
to pay only from the latter date. (Dille’s 
case—Oct, 13, 1923.) 


There is no authority of law or regulations 
for the payment of the traveling expenses of 
a member of the Army Nurse Corps while on 
leave or subsequent to discharge. (Glebe- 
man’s case—Oct. 8, 1923.) 

A pay clerk detached from duty at San 
Pedro, Calif., and directed to report for duty 
on another vessel at San Pedro, and upon the 
arrival of that vessel at Hampton Roads to 
regard himself detached from the vessel and 
proceed to Washington, D.C., and report to 
the Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, Navy Department, for duty, is in a 
travel duty status and entitled to mileage, 
where it appears that the primary purpose of 
the order was to effect a change of station 
rather than the performance of duty. (Pra- 
ther’s case—Oct. 5, 1923.) 
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New Bill for Retirement 
Disabled Emergency Officers 


T a third conference of the representa- 
tives of military organizations, held in 
Washington, D.C., Oct. 3, a new draft of 
the bill for the retirement of disabled emer- 


gency officers was submitted and approved. 
The bill provides for a separate retired 
list for the “officers of the Army of the 
United States.” The officers on this pro- 
sed list would draw their pay from the 
nited States Veterans Bureau, which 
overcomes the chief objection raised by the 
Secretary of War to the bill as originally 
introduced and passed by the Senate. 

It is evident that preparations are be- 
ing made for an active campaign of educa- 
tion to secure the passage of this bill. It 
will be introduced in the early days of the 
approaching session in both the Senate 
and House. It is expected that hearings 
both in the Senate and House will take 
place early in the session. The text of the 
bill as agreed to provides— 

That all persons who have served as officers 
of the Army of the United States during the 
World War, other than as officers of the Regu 
lar Army, who during such service have in- 
curred physical disability in line of duty and 
who have heretofore or may hereafter be rated 
in accordance with law at not less than twenty 
per centum permanent disability by the U.S. 
Veterans’ Bureau, shall, from date of applica 
tion to the Director of the U.S. Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, be placed upon, and thereafter continued 
on, & separate retired list, hereby created as 
a part of the Army of the United States, to be 
known as the Emergency Officers’ Retired List 
of the Army of the United States, with the rank 
held by them when discharged from their com- 
missioned service, and shall be entitled to the 
same privileges and emoluments as now or may 
hereafter be provided for by law or regula- 
tions for officers of the Regular Army who have 
been retired for physical disability incurred in 
line of duty, and shall be entitled to all hos- 
pitalization privileges and medical treatment as 
are now or may hereafter be authorized by 
the United States Veterans’ Bureau, and shall 
receive from date of their applications retired 
pay at the rate of seventy-five per centum of 
the active duty pay to which they were entitled 
at the time of their discharge from their com- 
missicned service. 

Provided, That all pay and allowances to 
which such persons or officers may be entitled 
under the provisions of this law shall be paid 
solely out of the military and naval compensa- 
tion appropriation fund of the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau, and shall be in lieu of all 
disability compensation benefits to such officer 
or person provided in the act creating the 
United States Veterans’ Bureau and amend- 
ments thereto. 

And provided further, That all persons who 
have served as officers of the Army of the 
United States during the World War, other 
than as officers of the Regular Army, who 
during such service have incurred physical dis- 
ability in line of duty, and who have heretofore 
or may hereafter be rated less than twenty 
per centum and more than ten per centum 
permanent disability by the United States Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, shall. from date of application 
to the Director of the United States Veterans’ 
Bureau, be placed upon, and thereafter con- 
tinued on, the Emergency Officers’ Retired List 
of the Army of the United States, created by 
this act, with the rank held by them when dis- 
charged from their commissioned service, but 
without retired pay, and shall be entitled only 
to such compensation and other benefits as 
are now or may hereafter be provided by law 
or regulations of the United States Veterans’ 
Bureau, together with all privileges as are now 
or may hereafter be provided for by law or 
regulations for officers of the Regular Army 
who have been retired for physical disability 
incurred in line of duty. 

And provided further, That the retired list 
created by this act shall be published annually 
in the Army Register. 

No person shall be entitled to benefits under 
the provision of this act except he make ap- 
plication as hereinbefore provided within twelve 
months after the passage of this act.

Big Year’s Business of 
Naval Supply Corps 


REVIEW of the work of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts for the year 


ended June 30 shows clearly that it is one 
of the big business institutions of the 
country. Its head, Rear Adm. Potter, 
Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, is entitled to be classed as one of 


the big business men of the country. 

During the year the Supply Corps han- 
dled the supplies, fuel, provisions and 
clothing of 342 vessels. The officers of 
the corps provided 94,170,000 meals to the 
86,000 members of the Service, or 258,000 
meals per day. 

Of these 77,680,932 meals were issued 
in kind and the remainder by means of 
commuted rations. The bureau and dis 
bursing officers of the Navy paid out over 
$330,000.000. They issned 5,765,899 bar- 
rels of fuel oil, 6.466.831 gallons of gas0 
line, and 71,000,000 barrels of Diesel en- 
gine oil and 919.852 tons of coal. 

Through the Navy Commissary Stores 
ashore a business of $2,409,097.78 was 
transacted, and through the ship stores 
afloat $2,903.449.35. This business amount- 
ed to over $5,000,000. : 

The administrative examination division 
of the bureau at present examines the dis- 
bursing accounts of 158 officers, covering 
the accounts of 250 vessels. ; 

Dr. Charles W. Gerstenberg, the dis- 
tinguished professor of finance of New 
York University, lectured in the Supply 
Corps School of Application on Oct. 8. 
In the morning his subject was “Borrow- 
ing Money” and in the afternoon his sub 
ject was “Making Money.” As always, 
his addresses were listened to by a large 
audience gathered from all parts of the 
Navy Department.

F the General Staff does not send a 
| study of the estimates to Congress 
this session it would be in order for 
gny Senator or member of the House to 
propose a resolution asking for this im- 
portant information. By reading the pro- 
yision of the National Defense act, which 
has been referred to previously, it will be- 
come apparent that Congress has made 
mandatory the sending of a study by the 
General Staff with the important recom- 
mendations by the Secretary of War. 
Section V of the amended National De- 
fense act approved June 30, 1921, makes 
this plain. It provides that: 
Whenever any plan or recommendation in- 
volving legislation by Congress affecting na- 


tional defense or the reorganization of the 
the Secretary of War 


Army is presented by 
to Congress, or to one of the committees of 
Congress, the same shall be accompanied, 
when not incompatible with public interest, 


by a study prepared in the appropriation di- 
yision of the War Department General Staff, 
including the comments and recommendations 
of said division for or against such plan, and 
such pertinent comments for or against the 
plan as made by the Secretary of War, the 
Chief of Staff or individual officers of the 
division of the War Department General Staff 
in which the plan was prepared. 

A resolution citing this paragraph 
would doubtless pass the Senate without 
objection. Rarely is a resolution asking 
for information held up in the Senate. The 
Senate delights to pass such resolutions. 
Furthermore, a number of prominent ad- 
yocates of national defense are becoming 
restive under the suppressing control of 
the Budget Bureau. They think, at least, 
Congress ought to know what are the needs 
of the Regular Army, National Guard and 
Reserves and secure their information from 
those who are competent to inform it. 

The estimates for the Army and Navy 
do not rest on the same basis as do those 
for the other departments of the Govern- 
ment. Deficiency in them’ might mean the 
defeat of the Navy in the event of war. 
It might mean the prolonging of a war for 
years, with the expenditure of ten or 
twenty times the amount of the annual 
budget. An inadequate Army and Navy 
would in the event of war cost precious 


| lives and might bring disaster on the na- 


tion. It always has in past wars. 
Failure to appropriate sufficient funds 


for the other departments would not affect 


the life of the nation. The people could 
get along very well with fewer river and 
harbor improvements, public buildings, or 
any other activity of the Federal Govern- 
ment without serious loss to the people. 
No one can predict what would be the re- 
sult of weaknesses in our national de- 
fense. Therefore, Congress is entitled to 
more information on the needs of national 
defense than is contained in the budget re- 
port. The duty of maintaining the Army 
and Navy rests on Congress, and it should 
be advised as to whether it is performing 
this duty. The people should know wheth- 
er Congress is providing for adequate na- 
tional defense, according to the plans of 
the War and Navy Departments. There 
is no doubt that this will be recognized by 
some of the members of Congress next ses- 
sion, and that a resolution will be intro- 
duced on the subject if the War Depart- 
ment does not comply with this provision 
of the amended National Defense act. 


Running Mates in the Navy 

HE Woods running mate bill for the 

Navy is being reviewed by the Judge 
Advocate General. It is believed that the 
Judge Advocate General will have com- 
pleted his work and the bill will be in the 
hands of the Secretary by the middle of 
next week, 

After the Secretary has studied it, the 
bill will again go to the joint committee 
representing the line and the staff corps. 
It is stated that the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral has not recommended any important 
changes, but has recast some of the provi- 
sions to give them the proper legal form. 
He has also made a study of Navy per- 
sonnel law, some of which was dated as 
far hack as 1848. The delay in getting the 
bill into the Secretary’s hands does not in- 
dicate that the measure has been neglected. 
It is doubtful whether any plan for per- 
Sonnel legislation has had as much consid- 
eration from as many officers on duty in 
the department as has this one. 

_It has not yet been decided whether the 
bill will be published before Congress con- 
Venes, There is a division of opinion on 
the wisdom of publishing the bill to the 
Service before it is sent to Congress by the 
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Secretary of the Navy. In some quarters 
it is believed that Congress would not take 
kindly to the discussion of the matter by 
the Navy before it had been submitted to 
the legislative branch of the Government. 
The Secretary will determine whether he 
will publish the bill after he has reviewed 
it. 
Personnel Management 


HE Navy General Board, at the direc- 

tion of the Secretary, has taken up the 
subject of personnel management and lead- 
ership. It is going into all branches of the 
subject of discipline and the treatment of 
enlisted men in the Navy, with a view to 
making recommendations which are apt to 
prove of the highest importance to every 
officer and enlisted man in the Service. 

During this week the schedule of pun- 
ishment for enlisted men was under con- 
sideration. Maj. Gen. Jobn A. Lejeune, 
Commandant of the Marine Corps; Rear 
Adm. Julian L. Latimer, Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, and Capt. Richard 
H. Leigh, Assistant Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, were called into conference 
by the General Board. The General Board 
is not holding former hearings, but is call- 
ing in officers with the view to discussing 
the subjects before it. Each of the wit- 
nesses spent a good part of a day discus- 
sing the subject with the General Board. 


New Cap for Enlisted Men of the Navy 


LTERNATELY the office of the As- 

sistant Secretary of the Navy and of 
the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
during the past week have taken on the 
appearance of a sample room in which the 
manufacturer of caps is making a display. 
This is the result of an attempt that is 
being made to select a new cap to take the 
place of the present blue flat cap for en- 
listed men in the Navy. 

Assistant Secretary Roosevelt is taking 
an active interest in the selection of the 
new cap. No board has been appointed, 
but every officer that visits the Assistant 
Secretary’s office on other business is con- 
sulted, and also asked to try on the sam- 
ple caps. Before the caps were taken to 
Col. Roosevelt’s office, the same fashion 
show was held in the office of the Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation. If an excellent 
selection is not made it will not be be- 
cause the subject has not been given due 
consideration in the Department. 


Navy Day Celebration 
HE support that the Navy Day celebra- 
tion, conducted by the Navy League, is 
receiving from every section of the country 
indicates a return of healthy senfiment on 


national defense questions. Last year the 
managers of the Navy League were hard 
pressed to secure favorable expressions of 
men prominent in political affairs. Those 
who have always been true to the Navy 
came readily to the support of the Navy 
League, but men who were in polities either 
were silent or were evasive in their replies 
to the inquiries of the organization. 

This year all the members of the Cabi- 
net, as well as the President, have indorsed 
the Navy Day idea. One of the strongest 
letters is from Secretary of Commerce Hoo- 
ver, who had never been counted as a sup- 
porter of national defense measures. Some 
of his political enemies have even gone so 
far as to charge that he is a pacifist. He 
had delivered a number of speeches in 
which he did not appear as an advocate of 
an adequate Army and Navy. Pacifist or- 
ganizations have quoted Mr. Hoover as a 
supporter of their propaganda. 

But in his letter this year on Navy Day 
Mr. Hoover removed all doubt as to his at- 
titude on the Navy. He made it clear that 
he thought that the American Navy is a 
peace preserving force. He also indorsed 
the proposition that a Navy is necessary 
for the extension of American trade. He 
expressed his belief that it was the duty of 
this country to support a treaty Navy. 

But perhaps the most notable recruit to 
national defense who has been brought out 
by the Navy League is Senator Capper of 
Kansas. Hig letter is a real surprise to 
national defense advocates. Senator Cap- 
per is a member of a farm bloc in Con- 
gress, and doubtless weighed his words 
when he wrote his Navy Day letter. The 
Senator from Kansas would not come out 
for a treaty Navy unless he had noticed a 
chaage in the sentiment in the Middle West 


in the past year or so. If Senators and 
Members representing rural states and 
districts are willing to support reasonable 
preparedness, the opposition to adequate 
Army and Navy appropriations will be 
confined to the radicals. ‘The radicals, 
with underground connections with the 
Russian Soviet, can never be expected to 
support national defense measures. They 
refuse to give the United States an Army 
and Navy, although Russia is building up 
a really “big Red army.” 


Credit for ZR-1—Shenandoah 
FTER the Bureau of Aeronautics and 
officers of the Navy connected with the 

immense project had made such a pro- 
nounced success of the dirigible Shenan- 
doah, some of the gossips through the daily 
press attempted to create friction between 
the Bureau of Aeronautics and officers on 
duty at Lakehurst. They base the entire 
“boring within” prepaganda on the fact 
that Secretary Denby, in a speech at the 
christening exercises, mentioned only Rear 
Adm. William A. Moffet, Chief of the Bu- 
reau, and Comdr. McCrary by name. 

The Secretary had previously written 
letters of commendation to Comdr. J. C. 
Hunsacker and Comdr. Weyerbacher, giv- 
ing them credit for the work in designing 
and constructing the Shenandoah. Adm. 
Moffett had also praised the designer, 
Comdr. Hunsacker, and the constructor, 
Comdr. Weyerbacher. These two officers 
have done splendid work in connection 
with the designing and construction of the 
ship. ‘The same could be said of Capt. 

» Anton Heinen, the German Zeppelin ex- 
pert. There were other officers, both ia 
the construction and in the operation of 
the ship, who were entitled to credit for 
the success of the enterprise. The Secre- 
tary is fully aware of this and had indi- 
cated it. Because he did not mention all 
of the crew and the officers and men that 
had to do with the Shenandoah was no in- 
dication that he did not intend to give due 
credit. 

As a matter of fact, the relations be- 
tween the Bureau and Lakehurst are of 
the most harmonious character. There is 
no friction whatever at Lakehurst, accord- 
ing to the reports that have been coming 
to the Navy Department from time to time. 

To show his appreciation of Comdr. 
Weyerbacher, Secretary Denby, under date 
of Sept. 20, wrote: 

“The Department has noticed with pleas- 
ure in connection with the completion of a 
successful trial flight of the airship ZR-1 
that you as manager of constructioa at the 
Naval Air Station at Lakehurst organized 
and trained a high skill airship building 
force from local labor, which under your 
supervision successfully completed the con- 
structioa of this the first rigid airship to 
be built in America. 

“As the result of your skill, tact and 
energy you are largely responsible for an 
accomplishment that has reflected credit 
on the United States Navy.” 

Adm. Moffett also gave Capt. Weyer- 
bacher credit for his work as superinten- 
dent of construction. On this subject he 
said: 

“One more link in the chain of opera- 
tions was supplied by the Naval Air Sta- 
tion at Lakehurst, N.J. On the sandy 
waste, fifteen miles from the coast line, a 
huge shed had been built to house the Levia- 
than of the air. ‘This shed provided the 
erecting plant for the ship, and as the 
parts were fabricated in Philadelphia they 
were shipped to Lakehurst for assembly, 
under the direction of Comdr. R. D. Weyer- 
bacher of the Naval Construction Corps. 

“Tt is doubtful if any body of techni- 
cians in this country other than the Con- 
struction Corps of the Navy could have car- 
riéd this work to completion. It remained 
for these men, who had been schooled in 
the problems of building highly powered, 
finely constructed and delicately stream- 
lined naval vessels, to apply their knowl- 
edge and experience to a new field that 
presented many kindred problems.” 

The same things have been said rela- 
tive to the designer, Comdr. Hunsacker. 
Even before Comdr. Weyerbacher was 
called on to superintend the construction, 
Comdr. Hunsacker, with the assistance of 
officers in the bureau, was working on the 
design for the great ship. The ship was 
designed in the Bureau of Aeronautics. It 
was constructed at Lakehurst and handled 
magnificently by Comdr. McCrary. There 
was not the slightest suspicion of failure 
all along the line and there is now no jeal- 


ousy existing among those who were re- 
sponsible for this great achievement. 


War Department Legislation 


HE Legislative Council in the War De- 

partment, with Maj. Gen. John L. 
Hines, Deputy Chief of Staff, presiding, 
held its first meeting on Oct. 16. The first 
session was devoted to the discussion of 
the plan of handling all the legislation that 
has been proposed, not only from sources 


in the War Department but from the corps - 


area commanders. It was decided to di- 
vide the proposed legislation into three 
classes. The classes will be: 

1. Those measures which will be. sub- 
mitted to Congress with the War Depart- 
ment’s recommendation at this session. 

2. Those measures which will receive 
the approval of the council but for some 
reason will not be submitted at thig ses- 
sion of Congress. 

3. Those measures which are disap- 
proved by the Legislative Council either 
because they are not in harmony with the 
policy of the Department or because they 
will not add to the efficiency of the Army. 

The first class will be confined to the 
most urgent measures. Recognizing that 
the Administration is still maintaining a 
policy of strict economy, the Legislative 
Council will not recommend any legisla- 
tion that would call for increase in the 
cost of maintaining the Army unless there 
is the most urgent need for it. 

It is stated that while the Legislative 
Council hag taken no action on the mat- 
ter, its members have informally expressed 
themselves in favor of legislation for nor- 
commissioned officers of the Army. Gen. 
Pershing has taken a personal interest in 
this subject and is making a careful study 
of it. He may submit some recommenda- 
tions on the subject to the Legislative 
Council. It can be stated that Gen. Per- 
shing takes the Legislative Council’s func- 
tions seriously and frequently submits mat- 
ters to it for consideration. 

The subject of making the Army more 
attractive for enlisted men will also be 
taken under consideration by the Legisla- 
tive Council. The Army is now below its 
authorized strength, and some of the high- 
est ranking officers are of the opinion that 
the situation is serious. Of course, the 
Blanton amendment to the Army Appro- 
priation bill, under which it is easier to 
enter Harvard or Yale or break into one 
of the select social clubs than to enlist in 
the Army, is responsible to a large degree 
for the failure to keep up the strength of 
the Army. It has been found almost im- 
possible to comply with the Blanton pro- 
vision under which a candidate for the 
Army must furnish a birth certificate. But 
there are other causes, in the opinion of 
the officers in the War Department, which 
are responsible for decrease in the strength 
of the Army. The Legislative Council will 
make a most thorough investigation of it. 


Estimating for the Navy 


WHILE the Bureau of the Budget has 
been insisting upon a further reduc- 
tion in the estimates for the Navy, the 
partment, now at the end of the third 
month of this fiscal year, is already con- 
fronted with a shortage of funds to main- 
tain the Navy. ‘The greatest shortage, it 
is stated, is in cash for engineering ma- 
terial. The fleet also has been called upon 
already to economize in the use of fuel. 

The Navy in the first three months of 
the fiscal year has exceeded the appropria- 
tions made by Congress for that period. 
Its operations have scarcely been extensive 
enough to keep up the training of the 
cers and men on the fleet. The command- 
ers afloat have been instructed to economize 
in all of the activities of the fieet, and this 
policy, as far as known, has been adhered 
to to the letter. Yet the opinion is being 
freely expressed that it will be necessary 
to increase the number of ships in reserve. 
Ships that are necessary to keep up 
organization of the fleet must be placed in 
reserve, it is said, unless some other meth- 
od of economy is found. It has even been 
suggested that the maneuvers planned for 
this year be abandoned or the program 
reduced. 

If the program should be restricted, it 
would be most unfortunate at this partic- 
ular time. The Department is extremely 
anxious to develop the Air Force in active 
operations of the fleet. As has been an- 
nounced, the Bureau of Aeronautics is 
planning to send seventy planes south 
with the fleet next winter. This will be 
the largest Air Force that has ever oper- 
ated with the fleet, and it would be’a seri- 
ous check in the development of an Air 
Force if the Department would be com- 
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pelled to restrict the program of the fleet 
for the winter maneuvers. 


Supply Corps Financiers 


T is not generally known that the Supply 

Corps of the Navy is in the banking busi- 
ness. In the far-off South Sea under the 
Governor of Samoa, Lt. E. E. Mullen, 8. 
C., is the manager of the Bank of Tutuila. 

And it is no mean concern, for the Sup- 
ply Corps Bank does a half million dollar 
business a year. It has correspondent 
banks in San Francisco and New York. 
South Sea traders of American nationality 
or affiliations find it a great assistance in 
extending their trade in the Southern Pa- 
cific. Its paper is recognized as gilt-edge 
throughout these waters and its business 
is growing from year to year. In addition 
and primarily the bank bears the burden 
of sustaining the copra industry of the 
Island of Samoa. 


Brass on the Uniform 


[7 bas practically been decided to substi- 
tute brass for black for the buttons and 
ornaments on the service uniform of the 
Army. ‘This change has been under obser- 
vation of the War Department in the Dis- 
trict of Washington. Some time ago all 
the collar ornaments and cap insignia on 
the uniform of the enlisted men on duty 
at the District of Washington headquar- 
ters were changed to brass. The change 
has been a marked improvement in the ap- 
pearance of the uniform of the men on duty 
at Washington and has been the subject 
of complimentary remarks both in and out 
of the Service. 

In 1903 the War Department issued an 
order which abolished the brass buttons 
and other ornaments and substituted black 
gilt. At the time it was claimed that the 
glare of brass ornaments would make our 
troops a mark for the enemy snipers even 
without the aid of field glasses. There 
Was a great deal of discussion in the Army 
before the change was made, and it is 
claimed that it was justified during the 
World War. 

However, there is now a general de- 
mand throughout the Army for an improve- 
ment in the appearance of the uniform of 
officers and enlisted men. This change, it 
is urged, can be made at a minimum ex- 
pense. There is nothing, it is said, that 
can be done at such a small expense and 
at the same time add to the appearance of 
the troops. As to the visibility, it is ar- 
gued that in event of war the brightness 
of the buttons would disappear with ordi- 
nary wear if they were not polished. In 
order to maintain the glitter of brass but- 
tons it would be necessary to polish and 
clean them frequently. 


Destroyers Should Be Kept Ready 


HE commissioning of the destroyers on 

the Vacific coast to take the place of 
the seven that were wrecked called at- 
tention to one of the effects the policy of 
economy had had on the preparedness of 
the fleet for battle. Owing to the lack of 
funds the bureaus have not been able to 
earry out the policy of Naval Operations 
in putting destroyers in reserve. 

About a year ago Operations issued a 
letter directing that the destroyers in re- 
serve should be divided into three groups. 
The first group was to be composed of 
thirty-eight boats on each coast, which 
should be ready for recommissioning on a 
fifteen-day basis. About the same number 
were to be placed on a thirty-day basis 
and the balance should be ready for service 
in forty-five days. 

This, it is apparent, was a well worked 
out scheme for keeping the destroyers in 
condition to respond for service on short 
notice. But under the pressure of econ- 
omy the bureaus have been unable to carry 
out this program. The matter has been 
postponed from time to time, until the re- 
cent emergency developed, when the neg- 
lect of the destroyers in the reserve be- 
came apparent. Now the authorities in 
the bureaus are attempting to get the fif- 
teen-day class in condition to carry out 
that part of Naval Operations program. 
The bureaus are preparing a study of the 
additional material that would be required 
for the emergency allowance for the fifteen- 
day boats. They are so limited in funds 
that it will be extremely doubtful whether 
they will be able to comply ‘with the speci- 
fications of Naval Operations. The fleet 
simply cannot be kept in readiness with 
the present allowance for maintenance. 


Duplex Radio 


VERY successful test of the duplex 
system of radio was recently conducted 
from the California. Communication both 
ways at the same time was conducted with 
San Diego by the operator oa the Cali- 
fornia. This communication was only a 


hundred miles, but the test indicated that 
a much longer range could be maintained 
by the ship. 

The radio test on the Shenandoah, ac- 


cording to reports received by the Bureau 
of Engineering, were also very successful 
under the most adverse conditions. The 
official report of the commanding officer 
states that the sets on the ship were able 
to perform all the functions for which 
they were built.

Retirements 








AJ. GEN. EDWARD F. McGLACH- 
LIN, Jr., U.S.A., who retires from 
active service Nov-s 2, 1923, upon his own 
request after thirty-eight years of service, 
is an officer of distinguished record. He 
was born at Fond du Lac, Wis., June 9, 
1868, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A., in the class of June 12, 1889, when 
he was assigned to the 3d Artillery, as an 
additional second lieutenant. In October, 
1889, he received his permanent commis- 
sion as second lieutenant, and was as- 
signed to the 5th Artillery. He was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant on June 1, 1897, 
and was assigned to the 1st Artillery, but 
transferred back to the 5th Artillery a 
month later. 

He received his commission as captain 
of Artillery on Feb. 2, 1901, and served 
with the 30th Battery, Field Art., at Fort 
Walla Walla, Wash., Fort Snelling, Minn., 
and later at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., un- 
til December, 1904, when he was ordered 
to the Philippines. While there he par- 
ticipated in the battle of Bud Dajo and 
was mentioned in orders for meritorious 
service. On Aug. 12, 1907, he was pro- 
moted to major and assigned to the 2d 
Field Artillery. From 1909 to 1911 he 
was commander of the recruit depot at 
Fort McDowell, Calif. In December, 
1912, he was promoted to lieutenant colo- 
nel and assigned to the 2d Field Artillery, 
which he commanded at Vancouver Bar- 
racks and in the Philippines. From 1914 
to 1916 he was commandant of the School 
of Fire for Field Artillery. He was com- 
missioned colonel of Field Artillery on 
July 1, 1916, and about the same time or- 
dered to the War College, graduating in 
1917. He is also a graduate of the Artil- 
lery School. 

On July 17, 1917, he took command of 
the 10th Field Artillery at Douglas, Ariz., 
but was promoted to brigadier general, 
N.A., on Aug. 5, and organized the 165th 
Field Artillery Brigade (90th Division), 
at Camp Travis, Texas. He remained 
there from Sept. 4, 1917, until Dee. 3, 
1917, when he was ordered to Camp Mac- 
Arthur, Texas, in command of the 57th 
Field Artillery Brigade (32d Division), 
which was sent to France. 

Upon his arrival in France in March, 
1918, he was for a time in command of 
the 66th Field Artillery Brigade (31st Di- 
vision), but later was appointed Chief of 
Corps Artillery, Ist Army Corps. He was 
promoted to major general, N.A., on May 
2, 1918, and on May 22, 1918, assumed the 
task of organizing and commanding the 
army artillery of the newly formed 1st 
American Army. 

Gen. McGlachlin commanded the Artil- 
lery of the Ist Army in the Aisne-Marne 
defensive and the Somme, St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne offensives. In the latter 
operation 4,000 guns and 60,000 men were 
under his command. After the armistice 
he commanded the ist Division in the 
Army of Occupation and returned with it 
to the United States. He was awarded 
the D.S.M. by our government and the 
Legion of Honor (commander) and the 
Croix de Guerre (with palm) by France. 
The D.S.M. citation, which was awarded 
for exceptionally meritorious and distin- 
guished services, says: “As commander of 
the Artillery of the 1st Army in its or- 
ganization and subsequent operations he 
solved the difficult problems involved with 
rare military judgment. In the St. Mihiel 
and Argonne-Meuse offensives his quali- 
ties as a leader were demonstrated by the 
effective employment of artillery that was 
planned and conducted under his direc- 
tion. He later commanded with great 
ability and success the 1st Infantry Di- 
vision of the American Expeditionary 
Forces.” - 

Assigned to the 1st Division on Nov. 
18, 1918, Gen. McGlachlin commanded the 
division during its march into, and during 
its occupancy of Germany, and came home 
with it in August, 1919. 

Gen. MeGlachlin was appointed a per- 
manent brigadier general Jan. 13, 1921, 
and was assigned as commandant of the 
Army War College July 6, 1921, succeed- 
ing Maj. Gen. James W. McAndrew. At 
that time Gen. McGlachlin was com- 
mandant of the General Service Schools at 
Fort Leavenworth and had previously been 
in command of the 7th Division at. Camp 
Funston. He was appointed a permanent 
major general April 1, 1922.

MES.—Joseph Hyde Ames, son of the 

late John Hubbard and Sarah L. 
Hyde Ames, and older brother of George 
Fuller Ames of Buffalo, N.Y. (formerly 
major, Q.M.C.), and of Mrs. Clayton 
Evans Snyder (Sarah Hyde Ames), wife 
of Lt. C. E. Snyder, 5th Cav., U.S.A., 
Fort Clark, Texas, died in Chicago, IIL, 
on Oct. 11, 1923, while on a business trip. 
Mr. Ames’s home was in New York city, 
and for thirty-eight years he had been 
connected with the American Car and 
Foundry Company of New York. 


LAGUE.—Col. John J. Clague, U.S.A., 

retired, a veteran of the Civil, Indian 
and Spanish Wars, died at Winnetka, IIl., 
Oct. 13, 1923. He was born in England, 
May 14, 1840, and was among the oldest 
officers in the Army. Col. Clague served 
during the Civil War as a private and ser- 
geant in the 6th Minnesota Volunteers 
from June 28, 1862, to Aug. 29, 1864, and 
as a captain of the 18th U.S. Colored In- 
fantry from Aug. 30, 1864, to Feb. 21, 
1866. During the Civil War he served in 
the field against the Sioux Indians in the 
great massacre in Minnesota in 1862, and 
a part of 1863. He later served with the 
Army of the Cumberland in Missouri and 
Kentucky. Col. Clague entered the Regu- 
lar Army as a second lieutenant of the 
40th Infantry in May, 1867, and subse- 
quently served in the 12th Infantry up to 
August, 1880, at which time he was ap- 
pointed captain and commissary of sub- 
sistence. During his service in the Regu- 
lar Army he was at frontier posts in Ari- 
zona, California, Dakota, Montana and 
New Mexico, among various other activi- 
ties. He reached the grade of colonel in 
December, 1900, and was retired at his 
own request, after thirty years of service, 
April 1, 1901. 


COUGHLAN.—Mr. Jeremiah Coughlan, 
father of Lt. Col. T. M. Coughlan, 
Cav., U.S.A., died at New York city op 
Oct. 13, 1923.

Col. Johnson was 
placed on the retired list upon his own ap 
plication Jan. 1, 1922, after more than 
thirty-nine years’ service. He had a no 
table record of service in many fields of 
duty, and was awarded a number of dee- 
orations for duties in the field. He was 
born in Brooklyn, N.Y., Sept. 26, 1861, 
and entered the Regular Army as a pri- 
vate in Co. F, 10th Inf., June 12, 1882, 
and rose as an enlisted man to the rank 
of sergeant. He was appointed second 
lieutenant, 10th Infantry, Aug. 15, 1885, 
and was promoted to first lieutenant in 
1892, captain in 1899, major in 1908, lieu- 
tenant colonel in 1914, colonel in 1916, 
During the World War he held the tempo- 
rary rank of brigadier general. Some of 
the more important duties performed by 
Col. Johnson are the following: During 
the Philippine Insurrection he sérved as 
major, 29th U.S. Volunteer Infantry, from 
July 5, 1899, to May 10, 1901. He took 
part in the Apache Indian War against 
Geronimo in New Mexico and Arizona 
from July, 1885, to August, 1886: in the 
Spanish-American War, Porto Rico Ex- 
pedition and in the Philippine campaigns. 
He was in the Vera Cruz Expedition, 
1914; was professor of military science 
and tactics, Mt. Union (Ohio) College, 
and was adjutant and Q.M., 19th Infantry. 
Col. Johnson served as inspector-instrue- 
tor, N.J.N.G.; civil governor, Province of 
Romblon, P.I.; editor, Infantry Journal, 
and was Secretary of the Infantry As- 
sociation from 1912 to 1914. He was on 
duty in the Bureau of Militia Affairs. was 
military attaché to Italy, on which duty 
he was serving at time of retirement. 
During the World War Col. Johnson com- 
manded the 154th and 159th Infantry 
Brigades. He also commanded Camp Up- 
ton, N.Y., from Dee. 1, 1917, until March 
28, 1918, when he took the 77th Division 
to France. He served with the division 
from Dec. 1, 1917, to May 10, 1918. and 
from Aug. 18, 1918, to Aug. 28, 1918; 
with the 79th Division from Jan. 17, 1919, 
to March 1, 1919, and from March 15, 
1919, to April 1, 1919. 

In addition to the medals awarded by the 
United States for his participation in the 
various campaigns and wars, Col. John- 
son was awarded by the French the decor- 
ations of Officer of the Legion of Honor 
and the Croix de Guerre; by the Italians, 
Commander of the Crown of Italy; and by 
the government of Panama, the Medal of 
la Solidaridad. He was awarded the sil- 
ver medal of the Military Service Insti- 
tute for 1908. He was a graduate of the 
Infantry and Cavalry School, class of 
1889, and of the Army War College, class 
of 1911. 


ERRIAM.—Maj. Lewis Merriam, U. 

S.A., retired, a Civil War veteran, 
died at Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Washington, D.C., Oct. 15, 1923. He was 
born in Maine April 4, 1844, and during 
the Civil War he served as a sergeant i2 
the 20th Maine Volunteer Infantry and as 
a second lieutenant in the U.S. Colored 
Infantry.

NOTRE DAME WINS FROM WEST POINT. 


At Ebbets Field, Brooklyn, on Oct. 13, 
30,000 spegtators witnessed the football game 
between the U.S. Military Academy eleven 
and the team from Notre Dame, of South 
Bend, Ind. 

The Hoosiers, schooled by the master foot- 
ball tactician, Knute Rockne, says the New 
York Times, turned loose a baffling assortment 
of plays that produced two touchdowns, to 
which one goal was kicked afterward, making 
the final score 13 to O in favor of Notre 
Dame. 

‘*The victory was the Hoosiers’ seventh out 
of the series of ten games that the two inter- 
sectional rivals have played, the Army coming 


off the field victorious only twice, and one 
game, last year's, resulting in a tie. The 
defeat administered to the West Pointers, 


however, was one of the bitterest blows of all, 
for this year’s eleven, under the coaching of 
Capt. John McEwan and with the playing of 
Tiny Hewitt, former Panther star, in the 
backfield, the West Pointers came off the 
plains looking forward to getting ample re- 
venge for past humiliations. 

‘*Their defeat, however, was no disgrace, 
for the South Bend team, composed for the 
most part of new men and outweighed to a 
marked degree by the cadets, proved itself to 
be one of the greatest offensive aggregations 
ever at the South Bend institution, which has 
been represented by many notable elevens. It 
is not casting any aspersion on the Army 
team to say that it was completely outclassed 
by his exceptional team from the Middle

POST-SEASON BASEBALL AT FORT 
SAM HOUSTON. 


Fort Sam Houston and San Antonio were 
treated this year to an unusual spectacle in 
the nature of a post-season baseball series of 
five games between the 15th and the 12th 
Field Artillery.

Davies 
opened the game for the 15th and if he lacked 
the backing of the crowd, he was none the 
less possessed of the full confidence of his 
team and his regiment. 

The 12th drew first blood in the third, with 
three runs in a row. The score did not 
change until the sixth, when the iron man 
Brought cracked. Each member of the 15th 
faced him and took a base, got a hit, or made 
his base on errors. Nine runs were scored 
before the side was retired. The 15th clinched 
the victory in the ninth by adding three more 
runs to their total, carrying the game by a 
score of 12 to 3 and the series, three games 
out of five.

Club will be held at the Army and Navy Club 
in New York on Oct. 13, 1924. 

The Aztec Club to-day numbers about 250 
members, a large percentage of whom are 
officers of the Army, Navv or Marine Corps.

ORGANIZED RESERVE CORPS, 9TH C.A. 
A survey of the Reserve officers of the 9th 


Corps Area, Sept. 30, 1923, shows that there 
is a total of 9,215; 7,741 of these officers be- 
long to the Territorial Assignment group, di- 
vided as follows: Territorial Assignment 
group, assigned and attached, 5,276; Territo- 
rial Assignment group, surplus, 2,109; Terri- 


torial Assignment group, National Guard, 356. 

Of the remainder, 1,289 belong to the 
Branch Assignment group and 185 to status 
“not known.’’ 


R.0.T.C., 9TH CORPS AREA. 


The efficiency and value of the R.O.T.C. 
was demonstrated during the recent disastrous 
fre at Berkeley, Calif. Beginning with the 
afternoon of Sept. 17, about 800 R.O.T.C. stu- 
dents from the University of California volun- 
teered for any duty to which they might be as- 
signed. These men were organized into parties 
and served directly under the student officers 
and non-commissioned officers as guards on the 


campus, at the gates and over property. Sev- 
eral hundred were incorporated into units of 
the National Guard and performed guard duty 
in the burned area, controlled traffic and 
fought fires. 

Throughout the entire crisis the R.O.T.C. 
students functioned with a methodical effi- 
ciency that received praise from the city offi- 


tials and the commanding officer of the 159th 
Infantry, California National Guard. 
Estimates for the school year 1923-24 in- 
dicate there will be a material increase in 
the number of students pursuing the Advanced 
Course in the different institutions in the 
Corps Area. The largest increase is at the 
Oregon Agricultural College, where it is esti- 


mated that of the total of 1,342 enrolled in 
the unit there will be 272 in the Advanced 
Course. The Field Artillery unit at this in- 


stitution expects to have 80 per cent. of the 
last year’s sophomore class enrolled in the 
Advanced Course. The total enrolment for 
1922 was 14,236 and it is estimated that the 
enrolment for 1923 throughout the Corps Area 
will be increased by approximately 4,700. 


Organization Day 
42d Infantry, U.S.A. 


HE 42d Infantry, Col. Hunter B. Nel- 

son, U.S.A., commanding, celebrated its 
third anniversary at Camp Gaillard, C.Z., 
on Sept. 28. The exercises included regi- 
mental assembly, band music, an address 
by Col. Nelson, an athletic meet, basket- 
ball between Gaillard and Amador, an offi- 
cers’ hop and an enlisted men’s dance. The 


athletic events included a relay race, three- 
legged race, equipment race, obstacle race, 
tug of war, pitching tents and a riding 
man race—four men from each company. 
One man riding another will go for a dis- 
tance of fifty yards. The man riding will 
dismount and carry: another fifty yards. 
Second man riding will then carry a fur- 
ther man a distance of fifty yards. The 
fourth man will then carry the first man 
to starting point. 

Col. Nelson, in hig address in the morn- 
ing, covered among others the following: 
In the short three years the regiment has 
been formed it has taken its place among 
the leading regiments of the Regular Army. 
Among the various records the regiment’s 
record in rifle marksmanship and machine 
gunnery may be mentioned. Rifle marks- 
manship’ average score, 287.56 per cent.; 
qualified, 99.75 per cent.;* machine gun- 
nery, qualified 100 per cent. The com- 
manding officer took occasion to thank the 
officers and men for their hearty co-opera- 
tion in bringing the regiment to the high 
state of efficiency which it has reached and 
requested them to continue to foster the 
esprit and morale which for a regiment so 
young is so really remarkable. 





Physical Examination of 
Army Officers Pleasing 


N interesting review of the results of 
the physical examinations of officers 
of the Army for 1923 has been made in 
the office of Maj. Gen. M. W. Ireland, Sur- 
geon General of the Army. This review, 
which is quite extensive, says in part: 
“The annual physical examination, as 
conducted in 1923 constituted a definite 
advance towards true health conservation 
in the Army. The results have been most 
gratifying and have far exceeded the ex- 
pectations of a year ago, not only because 
of their immediate beneficial effect upon 
the health of the officer personnel, but also 
by affording a basis for continued efforts 


for improving the physical efficiency of 
the Reguiar Army officer. 

“On Jan. 1, 1923, there were in the 
Army 11,389 commissioned officers and 


1,083 warrant officers. Army Regulations 
required that each of these officers (com- 
missioned and warrant officers) be physic- 
ally examined during the current year and, 
if circumstances permitted, prior to Sept. 
1, 1923. All reports of the 1923 annual 
physical examination of officers were re- 
viewed in the office of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, and when 12,000 reports had been 
received they were taken as a basis for 
study and analysis. This study has been 
conducted for the purpose of determining 
the incidence of the various physical de- 
fects and with a view to devising methods 
by which the examination could be made 
of greater value in the work of promoting 
the health of the officer personnel of the 
Army. 

“Of the 12,000 officers examined 9,007 
were found to have physical defects which 
were deemed by the examiners to be of suf- 
ficient importance to justify notation on 
the report. A total of 12,040 defects were 
reported for these 9,007 officers, some of 
whom presented two or more defects. The 
greater proportion of the physical abnor- 
malities noted were not incapacitating at 
the present time, but would, in most in- 
stances, if allowed to persist, tend to im- 
pair the future health and efficffiiency of 
the individual. 

“The highest incidence for all defects 
occurred among the 130 officers of the Sig- 
nal Corps, who had a rate of 1,438.46 per 
1,000. For the miscellaxeous group the 
rate was 1,425.66 per 1, This latter 
group consisted of 639 commissioned offi- 
cers and 1,076 warrant officers. The inci- 
dence was the lowest among the Air Ser- 
vice officers, the rate for them being 569.72 
per 1,000 examined. The next lowest ia- 
cidence was among the Artillery officers, 
where the rate was 814.90 per 1,000. 

“The rates per 1,000 for the six defects 
or group of defects which occurred with 
the greatest frequency among all officers 
were as follows:

“Among the line officers 5,581, or 719.11 
per 1,000, examined were reported as hav- 
ing physical defects, while among the staff 
officers 3,426, or 808.246 per 1,000, were 
found to be physically defective. 

“Overweight was the most common of 
the more serious defects found at the 1923 
examinations, as it was third of all defects 
in order of frequency. In this analysis a 
body weight of 10 per cent. or more above 
the average has been considered to consti- 
tute a physical defect.”

HE time is drawing close when, on 
Nov. 15, next, the last of the cateh- 
penny suggestions for securing the 
peace of the world will have passed from 


the hands of the postman into the office of 


Mr. Edward Bok’s committee at 342 Madi- 
son avenue, New York city. Numerous 
eranks and also some well-disposed but 
over-zealous persons who cannot realize the 
need of national defense will submit pro- 
posals, each believing his penny’s worth of 
second-hand ideas worth the sum of $100,- 
000. In addition to amateurish attempts, 
there will probably be programs submitted 
by professional pacifists or kindly-minded 
women who think to avoid war by abolish- 
jag the United States Army and Navy and 
leaving this rich and desirable country de- 
fenseless before the still grasping designs 
of aggressive nations beyond our borders. 
There will also be those who believe that 
militarism and imperialistic statesmaaship 
overriding the will of the peoples are the 
real causes of war and who consequently 
demand a referendum by ballot before a 
country goes to war in any case at all. 

The disarmament fanatics forget, what 
has been demonstrated time and again, that 
defenselessness invites injury, insult and 
aggression. The advocates of the vote for- 
get that, as the Chicago Tribune has point- 
ed out, though the ‘United States might re- 
turn a majority against a war, our possible 
opponents might return a majority in favor 
of war, and, in spite of the resuits of the 
American vote, hostile armies might with- 
in a month be carrying their bayonets 
across United States soil. 

Just at this moment, with the closing 
date of the Bok contest a month away, a 
correspondent writes in: 

Any meritorious project for insur- 
ing peace should be revised by some 
one who is familiar, as well, with mili- 
tary conditions. No really sensible 
project for world peace ever wifl be 
written by a spineless pacifist or loose- 
thinking radical. Some of the real 


friends of peace ought to earn that 
$100,000. 
Now is the time for all good, sound- 


thinking men and true to come to the aid 
of national defense. It would be a calam- 
ity indeed if some distinctly pacifist plan 
should be adopted and advertised and re- 
ceive popular support. And this simply 
for lack of a sensible plan submitted by 
some one conversant with the value of mil- 
itary preparedness toward the maintenance 
of peace. Even with an experienced sol- 
dier and sound thinker on the committee 
of judges a pacifist plan might win if there 
were no competition at all. 

Universal peace would be a_ blessing. 
Even those who make their living by fol- 
lowing the profession of arms wiil admit 
that. But universal peace is far away. It 
cannot be attained by the methods of the 
quick-change artists. It can only be at- 
tained slowly and by progressive degrees 
by carefully building up an international 
feeling and a sense of international obliga- 
tion. As the Secretary of State, Mr. 
Hughes, recently remarked at Minneapolis, 
the pathway to peace is beset with obsta- 
cles and possible discouragements, and, un- 
til all peoples form the habit of peace wars, 
will continue as an expression of national 


desires and policies and as a means of na- 
tional rights to self-help. 

Until the safety of a country is abso- 
lutely assured by genuine and general in- 
ternational friendliness, armies and navies 
must be maintained as a final guarantee of 
national integrity. But there is no such 
international friendliness in the world to- 
day. and proper preparedness for national 
defense is a duty of every nation. Any 
sensible and practicable—note that the 
practicality of the winning plan must be 
oovious—any sensible and practicable plan 
must include a maintenance of national 
defense policies upon which the nation can 
rely until the dream of peace becomes a 
reality. This is the opinion of military 
men the world over. It snould be expressed 
before the board of judges in this contest 
by some officer qualified to deal with other 
portions of the problem. 

Nothing would or could please the ARMY 
AND NAVY JouRNAL better than the award- 
ing of the peace prize to some member of 
the Services, who have maintained peace 
against internal insurrection, and against 
Indian trouble-makers and Mexican raiders, 
an have successfully restored the state of 
peace after the assaults of enemy nations 
have forced our statesmen to declare a state 
of war in existence. 


Navy Day 


HE advent of another “Navy Day” 

(Oct. 27) recalls the notable advo- 

cacy of our naval power which, ap- 
peared in the New York Globe on “Navy 
Day” of last year from the pen of Mr. 
Frank Crane, the prominent pacifist. Less 
than two years previously he had pub- 
lished in the same paper an article which 
included the following: 

“The Senate committee urges a Navy at 
least equal to that of any other power. 
Nothing but the lurid vocabulary of Qharles 
J. Dawes can fitly characterize thi mon- 
strous stupidity. More than stupidity, it 
rises to the height of crime.” 

Yet so great had been the conversion of 
Dr. Crane by Oct. 27, 1922, that on that 
day he wrote: ; 

“Until the time comes when the idea of 
universal peace and an ordered world shall 
have acquired strength enough to overcome 
primitive and unthinking nationalistic 
passion, our Navy should be in as good 
condition as that of any other nation. . 

I am in favor of such a naval force as 
shall be a credit to the country.” 

Whatever the process of his conversion, 
the fact of it speaks volumes for the hon- 
esty and courage of Dr. Crane and for the 
fundamental soundness of the position of 
those who ardently support the idea of our 
maintaining a strong Navy. Further ar- 
gument as to the national need of an ade- 
quate naval force would seem somewhat 
superfluous. What properly constitutes an 
adequate American Navy was decided at 
the Washington Conference by a unani- 
mous vote of all the powers which could be 
deemed to be in any sense our naval rivals. 
It remains for us only to consider, on this 
the annual day for the national attention 
to naval matters, what should be done to 
assure the maintenance of the naval power 
agreed upon. 


The principal requisite is _ sufficient 
publicity emanating from authoritative 
sources. ‘T'he public cannot be expected to 


believe in the necessity of having a Navy, 
nor to understand naval necessities, unless 
it is kept informed. The voter is not like- 
ly to support properly the Navy unless he 
believes in it and understands its needs. 
The Congressman is not likely to run the 
risk of being charged with militarism, nor 
with extravagant military or naval expen- 
diture of public moneys raised by taxation, 
in the absence of a direct demand from his 
constituents. These are the basic influ- 
ences at work during the long intervals of 
peace, insofar as the maintenance of an 
adequate Navy is involved. _ 

The only safe and accurate and proper 
source of naval publicity is the Navy itself. 
Naval technique is so highly specialized, 
so necessarily abstruse to the general body 
of citizens, that no other group of Ameri- 
cans can possibly meet the public need of 
naval information and naval interpreta- 
tion of facts and events. 

The only alternative is to leave to for- 
eign naval writers the task of supplying 
naval reading matter to our public. This 
course is manifestly fraught with danger 
to the nation, yet strange to say it has gen- 
erally prevailed for many years, principally 
on account of the reluctance of the Navy to 
do its own part in this regard. We should 
not blame foreign writers for meeting a 
natural demand in this country for naval 
reading material, nor for being loyal enough 
to their own country to favor their own 
side of specific cases which arise. 

It is eminently fitting aad proper that 
the Navy should guide and inform the na- 
tion in naval affairs, just as officials of cor- 


porations do in respect to their owners. 
The Navy belongs to the country. The 
country needs naval guidance. Proper 
Navy guidance can be given only by naval 
personnel. Hence, naval personnel should 
actively participate in publicity. We deem 
it appropriate that a paper devoted to the 
interest of the Navy, newtess than the 
Army, should bring ‘these thoughts to the 
attention of the Navy on “Navy Day.”

Pacifism, Not Preparedness, 
Provokes War 


COLONEL of Coast Artillery, O.R. 
C., who is a member of the faculty 
of one of the leading colleges of the 


United States, writes to the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL: 

“I read with pleasure your reply in the 
JOURNAL of Oct. 6 to Mr. Libby’s article, 
“Selling Us Another War,” which was pub- 
lished in The Nation of Sept. 26. The 
pacifists sold to us the last’ war in which 
we were engaged and if our Congress con- 
tinues to listen to these prevaricators they 
will sell to us our next war. 

“This nation is as safe within as are its 
organizations for the enforcement of law 
and order. This nation is respected from 
without in direct ratio to its preparedness 
for the defense of its subjects, its territory, 
its commerce and its policies. If in 1915 
the United States had had 500,000 men 
trained and organized into combatant units 
ready for the field, Germany would not 
have committed outrages against this na- 
tion and we would not have been drawn 
or forced into the World War. Had we 
not gone into the World Yar our national 
debt would be about one-tenth of its pres- 
ent amount and, best of all, we would now 
have our 50,000 young Americans who fell 
in France. But the pacifists sold us the 
World War through Congress.” 


Limitation of Air Forces 


ECENT sumerous suggestions for 
an international conference to limit 
the strength in air forces have their 


origin in the very expensive competition 
now going on, especially between France 
and Great Britain. Japan is also building 
up her air power very extensively. Owing 
to the rapid development of commercial 
aviation and to the great ease with which 
commercial aircraft may be converted to 
war uses, the efficacy of treaties for the 
limitation of air power may well be seri- 
ously questioned. Such treaties, more than 
agreements for the limitation of any other 
kind of armament, must rest upon a non- 
competitive international state of mind, or 
else they will surely be evaded by one 
means or another. 

Many air lines for mail and passenger 
service have been already’ established. 
Some of them have operated steadily for 
several years. The rapid technical devel- 
opment in aviation, together with the num- 
ber of projected new lines—some of them 
over great distances—promise a great com- 
mercial expansion of aircraft within a few 
years. The substitution of a large bomb 
in place of a mail or baggage compartment, 
or of a gasoline tank or machine gun in- 
stead of passenger seats, is cheaply, quick- 
ly and easily done. Commercial air 
power may become military or naval air 
power over night, limitation treaties to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

We believe that America should be very 
chary of further limitation of armaments 
agreements, at least until the great pow- 
ers who ratified the last one shall have 
demonstrated, by their acts, a state of 
mind upon which all such pledges must be 
based, or prove futile. To join in more 
agreements before this would be only to en- 
courage further evasion of aew treaties and 
hinder rather than favor the cause of 
world peace.

Sixty Years Ago | 











From the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of 
Oct. 17, 1863: 

“The military operations of the several 
theaters of war to be recorded since our 
last issue, though not of first-class magni- 
tude or importance, have this in common, 
that they show the rebels everywhere seiz- 
ing the initiative and assuming the ag- 
gressive. In Tennessee they continue to 
work assiduously on .Rosecrans’s line of 
communications. Before Charleston they 
have made an extremely bold effort to de- 
stroy the iron-clads by torpedoes, assum- 
ing the offensive. In Virginia, their ma- 
neuvers for a flank movement on Gen. 
Meade’s position have compelled him to 
change his front and fall back behind the 
Rappahannock, and thence as far as the 
plains of Manassas. 

“With regard to the late movements of 
the Army of the Potomac, which for the 
time being resumes its old place as first in 
the public interest, we regret to find our- 
selves this week deprived of those re- 
sources of private information on which 
we rely to give truth and accuracy to our 
treatment of the military situation. The 
published accounts have been a most cha- 
otic muddle, and, with the most diligent 
effort. we are not sure that we can bring 
them into coherence and comprehensi- 
bility.” 

From the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of 
Oct. 17, 1868: 

“The English govermment is very bit- 
terly assailed by the rebel press for its 
disappointment of their hopes of recog- 
nition. 

“By order of the Secretary of War, all 
the ladies employed as copyists in the 
office of the Provost Marshal General have 
been dismissed. It is alleged that the prac- 
tice of giving out copying to ladies is more 
expensive than the employment of clerks 
would be.” 

From the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL of 
Oct. 17, 1863: 

“There can be little doubt that the 
rebels are energetieally preparing for a 
new initiative; it must be confessed the 
opportunity is favorable for them to do 
so, and the worst of it is that we seem to 
be passively waiting to see what they will 
dc. It is commonly assumed that their 
next movement will be a renewed attempt 
to dislodge Gen. Rosecrans from Chatta- 
nooga. But is there any assurance that 
they will not aim at a bolder stroke? Sup- 
pose, that, counting upon a great deple- 
tion of the Army of the Potomac, they 
with great secrecy and celerity withdraw 
all the forces that were taken from Gen. 
Lee and return them to him, meanwhile 
making vigorous demonstrations on Rose- 
crans’s communications to cover the move- 
ment? Suppose that when all is ready, 
Te repeats his twice-tried advance against 
Washington? Suppose even that the late 
suspiciously-audacious demonstrations on 
Meade’s flank, compelling him to fall back 
from the Rapidan to the Rappahannock. 
are already the preliminaries of such 4a 
coup? It is neither without the range of 
pessibility nor of probability, and it is 
quite within the range of rebel precedent. 
One thing is certain: to lie by in idleness 
along the whole line is simply to invite 
rebel combinations of this kind. 

“There is but one means by which we 
can frustrate all such designs. This is to 
take the initiative ourselves instead of 
yielding it up to the rebels. To do this 
could only be justifiable on the plea that 
we were weaker than the rebels—weaker 
either in numbers or the ability to use 
numbers. We cannot put forward the for- 
mer plea, and we would surely not be 
willing to put forward the latter. In 
making these remarks we cannot fair- 
ly be accused of intruding opinions on 
matters, the control of which rests ex- 
clnsively with those who are officially 
charged with the conduct of the war; for 
it is not a question of a special act, but 
of a general policy. ‘ 

“The theory of the war is offensive; its 
practice should be made to conform. It is 
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mortifying to be lost in this bewildering 
coil, waiting to see what the rebels will 
do; instead of, as masters of the situa- 
tion, compelling them to follow our lead.”

SHORTAGE OF MEDICAL OFFICERS. 
To THE EpitTor: 


NDER the heading of the “Special 
Washington Letter,” in the issue of 


Sept. 22, there appears in the column un- 
der “Equalization of Promotion” with re- 
gard to the Navy, an item of news of the 
great shortage of Medical. officers in the U. 
S. Navy and the possible serious effect 
therefrom already being felt. 

With regard to the foregoing I should 
like to say that not until the entrance pay 
is adjusted and equalization of promotion 
with the line assured will the average 
young married physician care to enter the 
Service as a career. 

How can a married physician expect to 
get along on the present scale of pay—for 


a lieutenant (j.g.) at $3,158, out of which . 


he must pay rent, food, clothing and be ex- 
pected to keep up appearances, without 
getting in debt? 

And those of us that were in the Ser- 
vice during the war well know the cost of 
officers’ outfit. 

With the need of the doctor in the insur- 
ance and industrial world, let alone pri- 
vate practice, now greater than ever, the 
physician’s prospects on the outside, finan- 
cially and otherwise, are better. 

I wish some married doctor in the Medi- 


cal Corps of the Army or Nayy, who has 
been in the Service many years, would 


give me his point of view in answer to the 
above remarks.

REVISING THE PROMOTION LiST. 


To THE EDITOR: 
EFERRING to your issue of Aug. 25, 
the undersigned would like to make a 
suggestion that he believes will make the 
proposed revision of the promotion list 
even fairer. 

I note that no credit is given while in 
training camp or while attending schools 
as a candidate for a commission during 
the emergency. This work should, I be- 
lieve, receive the same co-efficient as that 
of a sergeant major and, if such credit is 
given, will be far more acceptable to the 
Air Service. At present the Air Service 
has a large number of low ranking offi- 
cers (in 1921 they had 67 per cent. of the 
lieutenants of the entire Army) owing to 
th: fact that the length of time required 
to train a cadet for commission in the Air 
Service was very seldom less than six 
months, and more often about a year. 
Hence they have been penalized on the pro- 
motion list and are rather bitter about it. 
Giving all officers who went to training 
camps during the period they were candi- 
dates for a commission a co-efficient of 
three-fourths will make it much fairer to 
those who attended such camps, as many 
received commissions without going to 
camps and now rank those who attended. 

I believe the suggestion about changing 
the dates from April 6, 1917-Nov. 11. 1918, 
to April 6, 1917-Oct. 31, 1919, a good idea, 
but owing to the large number of officers 
discharged by order against their desires 
in July, August, September and October 


of 1919, I believe July 31, ses. would be 
a better date than Oct. 31, 

In the cases of officers + ld it is 
my opinion that officers demoted on Dec. 


15, 1922, should receive the co-efficient of 
their grade on Dec. 14, 1922, for all ser- 
vice after Dec. 15, 1922. 

With the above modifications I believe 
the proposed plan is the fairest possible 
plan and will receive the united support 
of the majority of the officers of the Army.

New Y.M.C.A. in 
Shanghai, China 


NNOUNCEMENT is made by the 

Army and Navy Department of the 
International Committee Y.M.C.A. that a 
new six-story building in Shanghai, China, 
specially constructed for Navy Association 
purposes, will be dedicated Oct. 10. Among 
those who eg participate in the ceremo- 
nies are Adm. A. Anderson, U.S.N., re- 
tiring acres of the Asiatic Fleet; 
his successor, Adm. Thomas Washington, 
and Rear Adm. W. W. Phelps, commanding 
the Yangtze Patrol. 

For several years American Y.M.C.A. 
service for men of the U.S. Navy in Shang- 
hai has been carried on in rented quarters. 
The new building, costing about $165,000 
gold, occupies a central site at Hongkong 
and’ Szechuen roads. It is of reinforced 
concrete and includes a swimming pool. 
Three floors are devoted exclusively to men 
of the Navy. Civilians will be admitted 
to use of dormitory facilities on the two 
top floors. 

The American community in Shanghai 
from the beginning, “Y” representatives 
state, has taken an active part and inter- 
est in the work. In a recent month, for 
example, the American community, fur- 
nished 278 volunteer workers. There are 
special committees of fhe American Wom- 
en’s Club of Shanghai and of the Ameri- 
can Community Church which accept re- 
sponsibilities in connection with the asso- 
ciation’s service for men of the Navy. The 
Army and 1% Braach of the New York 
City Y.M.C.A. work in close co-operation 
with this newly constructed center, since 
enlisted men from Fort Slocum and other 
local points are often transported to Shang- 
hai.

The stock market gave another very unsat- 
isfactory account of itself last week. Its 
action was unsatisfactory from the standpoint 
of those long of stocks, from those short of 
stocks, and from the standpoint of the 
brokers, as well, whose income is dependent 
upon an active turnover. A few stocks made 
new highs for the year, and a few made new 
lows, while the majority were little changed. 
The volume of sales scarcely afforded suffi- 
cient commissions, so one broker put it, to 
pay the office boy. One prominent member of 
the Wall street fraternity, according to news- 
paper reports, has recently found it more 
profitable to become a taxi chauffeur. 


Business Interests Optimistic. 


The listlessness of the stock market is not 
a reflection of the same condition in trade, 
nor yet the belief that such a condition will 
develop. The cause of the passive attitude is 
the absence of any prospect of a boom. In- 
terviews with business leaders carry an op- 
timistic note insofar as activity is concerned, 
but there is not much enthusiasm expressed 
over the margin of profit such activity will 
show industrial concerns. 

Business must be expanding, or giving in- 
dications of expansion, if a bull market is to 
ensue. Merely holding its own offers no in 
centive to bid up industrial shares. Competi- 
tion in industry is of serious proportions. 
Wages and commodity prices are high and 
markets are confined largely to domestic chan- 
nels. The vacuums caused by the war and 
the depression of 1920-21 are pretty well 
filled, and it is now a question of producing 
for current consumption. A let-down in any 
one direction might throw the entire situation 
out of balance. That is to say, should un- 
employment develop to any extent, current 
buying would decline and bring in its trail a 
decline in production. It would then be the 
old story of over-extension in high-priced in- 
ventories and rapidly falling values. It is 
possible, of course, that such a contingency 
will not develop, and it is because of this 
uncertainty that industrial stocks‘ are apa- 
thetic. 


The Rails. 


The railroads occupy the reverse position. 
Should commodity prices decline during the 
coming few years, it would be money in the 
pocket of the transportation companies. They 
are not subject to competitive price-cutting 
wars, but their charges for service, namely, 
freight and passenger rates, would decline but 
slowly and lag considerably behind the decline 
in costs. Moreover, the railroads have built 
up their physical property to a high state of 
repair, and should there be a depression suffi- 
cient to be reflected in traffic movement, it 
would do no harm to curtail sharply main- 
tenance expenditures for a year or so. The 
second heavy operating expense is the ‘‘cost 
of conducting transportation,’’ and this rises 
and falls in an almost direct ratio with the 
volume of traffic. Smaller traffic means less 
coal and other supplies and a smaller payroll 
to come out of gross revenues. 

There is an extremely close connection be- 
tween the movement of commodity prices and 
that of industrial and railroad stocks. Rising 
commodity prices mean _ greater’ industrial 
profits and higher prices for industrial shares. 
It also means higher operating costs for the 
railroads and declining prices for railroad 
shares. Declining commodity prices mean the 
reverse in both instances, in a broad sense. 


Bonds Decline Temporarily. 


A slower pace in business requires less 
credit and normally results in higher bond 
prices, as funds are transferred from com- 
mercial channels to investments. Present busi- 
ness activity, combined with a seasonal in- 
crease in credit accommodations, due to the 
movement of crops to their markets, have re- 
sulted in some weakness in bond prices. The 
decline, however, is a temporary one and has 
no bearing on the long swing outlock, which 
is upward. Income taxes are a relatively new 
influence, and, of course, there is still a sub- 
stantial amount of switching from old line 
investment securities into tax-exempts. This 
condition, however, plays into the hands of 
the investor of moderate means, and affords 
him high-grade investments on a considerably 
better yield basis than would otherwise be 
found. 


Trial of Aimy Surgeon 
at Washington, D.C. 


HE court-martial of Capt. Samuel C. 

Gwynne, surgeon, U.S.A., retired, be- 
gan in Washington Oct. 17. Capt. 
Gwynne is charged with malpractice in 
connection with the treatment of Pvt. Guy 
Pendleton in an Army hospital at Fort 
Eustis, Va. Capt. Gwynne was ward sur- 
geon when Pendleton was brought in with 
both legs fractured. 

Pendleton’s testimony is expected to 
parallel closely his statements made in 
the trial of Maj. G. W. Cook, Med. Corps.

Army Notes 


BSERVATIONS made in Army circles 

reveal the fact that the present re. 
cruiting systems of the C.M.T.C. and the 
National Guard are not altogether har. 
monious. It is pointed out that in secur- 
ing young men to attend the C.M.T. camps 
one of the most attractive inducements to 
the prospective candidate is the fact that 
he is given a ration of 70 cents per day 
with no guard or police duty. On the 
other hand, recruits joining the National 
Guard receive a ration of lesser value and 
must perform all manner of military duty, 
Officers who have been studying the ques- 
tion are of the opinion that sooner or 
Iater the War Department will be com- 
pelled to take some action which will regu- 
late the present unsatisfactory method of 
obtaining men for these organizations, and 
the consensus of opinion among the Ser- 
vices is that the question should be decided 
as soon as is possible. 


PECIFICATIONS having been made up 
from reports of tests by the Infantry 
and Cavalry Boards and studies by the 
Ordnance Department, designs for an ex- 
perimental machine gun tripod have begun. 


HE experimental machine gun water 

bores developed by the Ordnance De- 
partment have proved lighter and stronger 
than the present type now used by the 
Service. Further improvements in mak- 
ing more models have been suggested by 
the Infantry Board and they will be in- 
corporated in later models. 


AMPLE coverings for experimental steel 

helmets have been tested by the Infan- 
try Board, whose recommendations. include 
a gray wool flock covering over a parker- 
ized steel surface. Requests have been 
made of the Chief of Ordnance to furnish 
100 experimental helmets with this cover- 
ing, which will be sent to the Infantry 
Board for a service test. 


AJ. GEN. C. H. MUIR, U.S.A., com- 

manding the 3d Corps Area, with head- 
quarters at Baltimore, announces that it 
is contemplated holding an Army Day in 
the city of Baltimore. Md., on Noy. 10, the 
date of the 3d Corps Area-Navy football 
game. Both military and naval organiza- 
tions will be formed in a parade to be held 
and reviewed by officials of distinction. 
The parade will begin at 12, noon, and 
those participating will march past the 
reviewing stand and then to the Stadium 
to witness the football game. If a sufi- 
cient number of Reserve officers desire to 
participate in the parade as an 80th Divi- 
sion unit arrangements will be made to this 
effect. All expenses must be borne by the 
individual, as there are no funds available 
for meeting the expenses of travel, hotel 
bills, etc. Officers desiring to attend are 
requested to signify at once by letter to 
headquarters, 3d Corps Area. 


HE Quartermaster General of the Army 

has advised The Adjutant General that 
transportation conditions have so changed 
that there are now a few accommodations 
available on Army transports for officers 
on a leave status. Accordingly, the instruc- 
tions of last May limiting passage on 
Army transports to officers on a duty 
status have been revoked. Return trans- 
portation from San Francisco to Manila 
ean also be granted to a limited number 
of officers or dependent members of their 
families returning from leave to stations 
in the Philippine Islands and in China. 


HE subject of securing an appropria- 

tion for the manufacture of sectiozal- 
ized automatic rifles, machine guns and 
other weapons is now being considered by 
the Chief of Infantry. Experience has 
shown that these are invaluable in giving 
instruction indoors to Reserve officers and 
National Guard troops who cannot secure 
practical instruction due to the lack of 
proper facilities. 


LANS for twelve sets of officers’ quar- 

ters and the new hospital at Fort Ben- 
ning have been approved by the War Ve- 
partment and actual construction will prob- 
ably begin about Nov. 1.
